W igstock West, the San Francisco version of New York’s out¬ 
rageous and entertaining 12-year-old dragfest featuring leg¬ 
endary drag divas and entertainers from around the coun¬ 
try, comes to Fort Mason Festival Pavilion on Saturday, May 25. 

The five-hour AIDS benefit lip-synch and live music festival will 
feature more than three dozen acts that range from “glamorous to out¬ 
rageous,” including The “Lady” Bunny, Wigstock’s founding drag 
mama; chanteuse Pussy Tourette; Joan Jett Black; LA’s Vaginal Creme 
Davis; Air Male Trapeze; Arthur Galster as Patsy Cline; Justin Bond; 
Cockatielia, San Francisco’s reigning Empress; and many other per¬ 
formers, including San Francisco’s own topless sexagenarian Carol 
Doda. 

Dozens of other drag queens from San Francisco, New York, Los 
Angeles, and other cities around the country will perform at the 
fundraiser for the Tenderloin AIDS Resource Center and the Stop 
AIDS Project, according to event producer Robert Martin. The pro¬ 
duction hopes to raise more than $60,000 for the cash-strapped AIDS 
service groups, he said. 

Although Martin said that there is some carping over the $20 tick¬ 
et price for the event, he pointed out that Wigstock West needs liter¬ 
ally hundreds of volunteers, and that anyone who is willing to put in 
12 hours or more of volunteer work can have a free ticket to the event. 

Clients of the Tenderloin AIDS Resource Center who wish to at¬ 
tend but cannot volunteer because of health reasons will also receive 
tickets to Wigstock West, Martin said. 
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Clinton and Dole 
oppose gay marriage

A string of robberies and assaults against gay men in Buena Vista 
Park over the last six months have anti-violence groups and 
police officials concerned, the Bay Area Reporter has learned. 
According to his victims, the Buena Vista Park robber makes sex¬ 
ual overtures and engages in sexual activity as he picks their pockets 
of wallets and other items. 

The site is a well-known - albeit dangerous - gay cruising spot. 
“If I know of four victims, there must be at least 40,” said San Fran¬ 
cisco police inspector Sergeant Marlene Ottone. 

One recent victim was seriously injured after he realized he had 
been robbed of his keys. As he went to his car he confronted the rob¬ 
ber - who broke one finger on each hand. 

The victim retrieved his keys in the April 14 incident, but the rob¬ 
ber made off with $40. 

In another incident, last December, the robber picked up a victim 
and began making out with him. “I was in the park and this guy came 
up and solicited me, ” the victim told the B.A.R. “I sensed he was doing 
something because he held me back forcibly against a tree as he was 
kissing me.” 

The robber stole more than kisses: by the time the victim realized 
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T he so-called Defense of Marriage Act went before a 
House subcommittee on Wednesday, May 15, one 
week after it was introduced by Republican Represen¬ 
tative Bob Barr of Georgia. The bill would allow states to ig¬ 
nore same-sex marriages recognized by other states, and 
would also define marriage as a “legal union between one 
man and one woman as husband and wife” in the context of 
federal law, “and the word ‘spouse’ refers only to a person of 
the opposite sex who is a husband or a wife.” 

The White House weighed in Monday with President 
Clinton’s stated opposition to same-sex marriage. 

“He believes this is a time when we need to do things to 
strengthen the American family, and that’s the reason why 
he’s taken this position,” press secretary Mike McCurry said. 

However, McCurry declined to say whether Clinton 
would sign the bill if it were sent to him. Barr expressed sur¬ 
prise at the White House statement, but added he thought it 
would be hard politically for the president to reject his bill. 

“I find it very difficult to see how a sitting president of the 
United States could justify to the American people vetoing 
legislation that supports states rights ... and the traditional 
family,” he said.

Periodontal disease or “pyorrhea” affects the supporting structures 
around the tooth, gums, bone and ligaments that support and hold the 
teeth in the jaw. More than half of those over the age of 18 have some 
form of periodontal disease.

Gay SF PWA sues 
insurance company, 
saying Equitable isn’t

JU gay San Francisco pharma- 
| ' cist with an AIDS-defining 
JPlI cancer of the gums will file 
suit against Equitable, one of the 
nation’s largest insurers, claiming 
that the conglomerate’s denial of 
his disability claim is AIDS dis¬ 
crimination. 

Equitable denied the claim, 
saying that because Ronald Vin¬ 
cent tested positive twice— once 
in 1987 and once in 1992— his 
current illness was “diagnosed 
and treated” before he contracted 
with Equitable for disability in¬ 
surance. 

“It’s outrageous. It defies com¬ 
mon sense and all medical evi¬ 
dence. They are saying that having 
cancer of the gums is the same 
thing as testing positive for HIV,” 
said Vincent’s attorney, Jeffrey 
Sloan of the law firm Sloan and 
Pratt. 

Vincent, a veteran of more 
than 30 years in the pharmaceuti¬ 
cal industry, bought the disability 
policy, which paid $1,500 in ben¬ 
efits, in 1992. He was diagnosed 
with non-Hodgkin’s macrolytic 
lymphoma - or cancer of the 
gums - in September 1995, Sloan 
said. 


After investigating Vincent’s 
claim for disability, Equitable 
claim examiner Sandy Hubbard 
told him in March that the claim 
was denied. 

“According to the definition of 
sickness under the terms of your 
policy, it states that ‘Sickness 
means a sickness or disease which 
was first diagnosed or treated 
while this policy was in force,”’ 
Hubbard wrote. 

“Since your current sickness 
was diagnosed and treated prior 
to the issuance of your contract, it 
is therefore not covered under the 
terms of your contract and we are 
unable to consider benefits for 
your claim,” Hubbard said. 

‘Probably illegal’ 

Denial of claims because of 
pre-existing conditions is com¬ 
monplace in the insurance indus¬ 
try, according to attorney Irwin 
Keller, executive director of the 
AIDS Legal Referral Panel. 

But a contract provision such 
as the one referred to by Equitable 
is “probably illegal.” 

“It certainly discriminates 
against anybody with any kind of 
disability. HIV positivity is not a 
sickness as defined in a disability 
policy,” Keller said. 

According to Keller, although 


it is illegal for California insurers 
to query applicants regarding 
their HIV status, life and disabili¬ 
ty insurers can require HIV blood 
tests and can refuse to issue poli¬ 
cies based on the results of such 
tests. 

If such claimants do not dis¬ 
close their HIV status and HIV 
blood tests are not ordered to de¬ 
termine a claimant’s serostatus for 
disability or life insurance pur¬ 
poses, and disability claims are 
filed after a three-year period of 
time called the “window of incon¬ 
testability,” when a claim can be 
excluded for a “pre-existing con¬ 
dition,” California insurance law 
requires the claims be paid. 

“What makes me suspect this 
provision is illegal is that it’s 
open-ended and not limited,” 
Keller said. 

According to attorney Ben 
Schatz, executive director of the 
Gay and Lesbian Medical Associa¬ 
tion, the insurance company de¬ 
cision affecting Vincent is a symp¬ 
tom of a broader health policy 
problem that “stretches credulity.” 

“It’s what we’re seeing in terms 
of a health financing system that 
wants to deny payment for rea¬ 
sonable conditions,” he said. “It’s 
the flip side of the drive for man¬ 
aged care.” Y

Eddie Murphy denies 
homophobia, AIDSphobia 

Distinguished Gentleman... 
or Beverly Hills Cop-out?

pi ntertainer Eddie Murphy 
publicly apologized last 
week for past comments 
and 14-year-old comic routines 
that derided homosexuals and 
people with AIDS. 

The statement followed a May 
8 press conference, where Mur¬ 
phy’s comments - and the lack of 
a formal apology - were blasted by 
Supervisor Tom Ammiano, repre¬ 
sentatives of Lesbians and Gays of 
African Descent for Democratic 
Action, and the Harvey Milk Les¬ 
bian and Gay Democratic Club. 

The next day Murphy, who is 
filming the feature film Metro in 
San Francisco, issued the apology. 

“I deeply regret any pain all 
this has caused,” Murphy said in 
his statement. 

The 35-year-old actor said that 
he was “misinformed” when he 
made the comments in a 1981 
HBO special and in 1980s-era 
comedy appearances, and said 
that in the 15 years since the 
recorded jibes, he has lost friends 
and associates to the disease. 

“Just like the rest of the world, 

I am more educated about AIDS 
in 1996 than I was in 1981,” Mur¬ 
phy said in the statement. “I think 
it is unfair to take the words of a 
21-year-old kid and apply them to 
an informed 35-year-old man.” 

Murphy also said the epidem¬ 
ic “touched everyone,” said that he 
and his wife had donated funds to 
AIDS research, and denied that he 
was anti-gay. 

“Peace, love, and condoms,” he 
said in closing the apology. 

Community response 

“I’ve been waiting by the 
phone for 14 long years, and he’s 
finally called,” quipped Supervisor 
Tom Ammiano. 

Ironically, Ammiano was at¬ 
tending a conference on “Youth 
and AIDS” when he received a call 
from a reporter saying Murphy 
had issued a formal apology over 
the comments 

“I’m happy that he apologized. 
He’s a performer and he has an 
obligation not to spread misinfor¬ 
mation. But I question why it’s 
taken so long when so many peo¬ 
ple have died. Was this a career 
move?” Ammiano said. 

Although rumors abounded 
shortly before his appearance on 
the May 9 David Letterman Show 
that Murphy would apologize on |

air, activists had to be satisfied 
with the written formal statement. 

Four activists associated with 
ACT UP/San Francisco who had 
obtained tickets for the taping of 
the show were escorted from the 
audience, and briefly detained 
without incident in the Palace of 
Fine Arts Theater, before the un¬ 
usually subdued Letterman show 
began taping. 

The activists were identified as 
Karen Collins, Floyd Collins, 
Mark Buckley, and Sarah Stoner, 
according to ACT UP/San Fran¬ 
cisco spokesman Michael Belle- 
fountaine. 

“We consider this an endpoint 
to the issue. There was a public 
apology even though we didn’t see 
it on the air as promised,” Belle- 
fountaine told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

Although Murphy previously 
apologized for the incidents in a 
1994 local interview with a 
KTVU-Channel 2 reporter, the 
May 10 statement was a formal 
apology that received national 
press and media attention. 

“It’s refreshing to see someone 
in the public light acknowledge 
that his behavior was wrong, and 
to apologize for that behavior,” 
said openly gay African-American 
AIDS public policy expert Ker- 
rington Osborne. “It’s a nice be¬ 
ginning - but time will tell in fu¬ 
ture concerts whether such offen¬ 
sive references continue.” 

A founding co-chair of Les¬ 
bians and Gays of African Descent 
For Democratic Action, Osborne 
told the Bay Area Reporter that as 
an individual Murphy made 
choices for which he needed to be 
held responsible. 

But Osborne, an attorney and 
legislative aide to SF Supervisor 
Michael Yaki, said he did not 


think that Murphy’s comments 
should be considered reflective of 
the African-American communi¬ 
ty - any more than a gay or les¬ 
bian person’s racially offensive 
comments should be viewed as 
reflective of the gay and lesbian 
community. 

Although Osborne said that 
racism “is a central problem in the 
gay community that has not been 
addressed,” he said it should not 
take the comments of “a comic of 
color” to spur the national lesbian 
and gay community to “address 
racism in the community.” ▼

Witnesses testify 
against anti-gay SOS

A bout two dozen city resi¬ 
dents attended a Wednes¬ 
day, May 8 public hearing 
at the San Francisco Police De¬ 
partment, to respond to a request 
by the Save Our Souls min¬ 
istries/coalition (SOS) to obtain 
loudspeaker permits. Most of 
those who attended came to 
speak in opposition to SOS. 

Captain David Maron 
presided over the hearing. The 
first person to testify was Officer 
Dan Gallagher of the Police De¬ 
partment’ s noise abatement unit, 
who said it was his unit’s recom¬ 
mendation to deny- the sound 
permits because SOS failed to 
comply with the legal conditions 
of previous permits, which are 
printed on the permits them¬ 
selves. 

“More importantly,” he added, 
“these permits are being denied 
because people who live and 
work near these [SOS] gatherings 
are being subjected to unreason¬ 
ably loud music and human 
speech.” 

“[SOS leader] Larry Rosen¬ 
baum/SOS and New Life Min¬ 
istries have refused to cooperate 
with citizens and the Police De¬ 
partment when asked to. reduce 
excessive sound,” Gallagher stat¬ 
ed. He also said that they are ar¬ 
gumentative. 

Since March 9, SOS has un¬ 
successfully applied for a permit 
several times. According to Gal¬ 
lagher, other people apparently 
have applied on their behalf, and 
have been denied permits as well, 
either because they gave him false 
information or because it was ob¬ 
vious they were applying for the 
New Life Christian Church and 
SOS. 

Three witnesses called to testi¬ 
fy against SOS were Erin Schol- 
nick, the assistant manager of the 
SF Convention and Visitors Bu¬ 
reau at 900 Market Street; Brian 
Christianson, president of the

Duboce Triangle Neighborhood 
Association and member of St. 
Francis Lutheran Church; and 
Officer Dahlberg, beat officer for 
Powell and Market Streets. 

As Rosenbaum got up to pre¬ 
sent his side, Michael Bellefoun- 
taine of ACT UP/SF held up a 
sign saying, “AIDS Bigotry Rears 
Its Ugly Heads! Get Out of 
Town!” Rosenbaum, a fundamen¬ 
talist Christian convert from or¬ 
thodox Judaism, spoke softly and 
at times nervously. He mentioned 
that he felt there was another 
issue that prompted most of the 
people to attend the hearing. 

“It’s the issue of certain people 
in the homosexual community 
that oppose us,” he said. 

After Rosenbaum made four 
more similar comments, Captain 
Maron interrupted to remind 
him the purpose of the hearing 
was to decide on whether or not 
SOS was disturbing residents 
with excessive noise. 

Two others from the audience 
- including Pastor Gary Vian of 


the Open Bible Church near the 
Castro - spoke in favor of SOS’ 
loudspeaker request. 

Members from the public that 
spoke against SOS were Phil Segal 
of the Castro Area Planning Ac¬ 
tion; Thomas Etherige, a resident 
near the Haight; Bellefountaine; 
and Paul Bernardino, a veteran 
gay activist. 

Like Rosenbaum, Bellefoun¬ 
taine had his microphone shut off 
for straying from the subject of 
noise. He continued anyway, say¬ 
ing, “African-American commu¬ 
nities would not let the Klan in, 
Jewish communities would not 
let the Nazis in, and gay and les¬ 
bian communities are not going 
to let homophobes come in. ... 
As long as there’s a public forum 
and it’s in San Francisco, you are 
going to hear it.” 

On the evening of May 10, two 
days after the hearing, Larry 
Rosenbaum and his group defi¬ 
antly showed up at the corner of 
Market and Noe Streets to project 
their noisy preaching. Bellefoun¬ 
taine and five friends, who hap¬ 
pened by, surrounded the SOS 
members to shout them down 
and to blow whistles. Other 
passersby joined the protesters. 
As a result of the confrontation, 
the SOS fundamentalists decided 
to leave, after which two police 
squad cars arrived as people were 
dispersing. 

Bernardino commented to the 
B.A.R. that the SOS is not con¬ 
cerned about the tactics they em¬ 
ploy, because of their belief that 
San Francisco is a modern-day 
Sodom and Gomorrah. 

The Police Department has 
also received complaints about 
the smoke and noise produced at 
the book-burning and cassette 
tape-smashing sessions conduct¬ 
ed by SOS at 509 Ashbury Street 
in the Haight-Ashbury District. 

Chief of Police Fred Lau will 
make a decision as to whether 
the SOS can receive any further 
permits in approximately one 
week. T 


Calpirg and Congress 
differ on water safety

iolations of drinking water 
1L' regulations in California re- 
11 suit in unsafe contamina¬ 
tion that is potentially deadly to 
people with AIDS and other im¬ 
mune deficiencies, a public inter¬ 
est group said Thursday, May 9. 

California Public Interest Re¬ 
search Group (Calpirg) an¬ 
nounced those findings as federal 
lawmakers consider rolling back 
water standards, and warned that 
weakening the regulations would 
heighten the danger to people 
with weak immune systems. 

Under the newly proposed fed¬ 
eral regulations, monitoring of 
drinking water contaminants 
would be reduced, and the pub¬ 
lic’s right to know about poten¬ 
tially unsafe conditions would be 
limited. Calpirg’s study found that 
under the proposed plans, the 


Cryptosporidium parasite that 
killed more than 100 people in 
Milwaukee last year would be 
more likely to infiltrate the na¬ 
tion’s drinking water. 

The provisions were included 
in draft legislation proposed by 
Commerce Committee Chairman 
Thomas Bliley of Virginia last 
month. 

Gregg explained that the limit¬ 
ed public disclosure “means that 
people like folks with HIV won’t 
know what’s in their drinking 
water and they won’t know that 
they have to boil their drinking 
water to get rid of the contami¬ 
nants.” 

The group’s two-year study 
was based on data in the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency’s Safe 
Drinking Water Information Sys¬ 
tem. 

The largest water systems in 
California found in violation of 
the Safe Drinking Water Act in¬ 


cluded the San Francisco Water 
Department and the California 
Water Service serving Bakersfield 
and Modesto. 

“Unfortunately, people here in 
San Francisco and across the na¬ 
tion have to be concerned about 
their water,” said Gregg Small of 
Calpirg. “This is not an epidemic, 
but San Franciscans should be es¬ 
pecially concerned because cont¬ 
aminated water disproportionate¬ 
ly affects people with weakened 
immune systems.” 

Some 43 schools, daycare cen¬ 
ters, and medical facilities were 
among those provided with water 
that failed to meet health stan¬ 
dards, the study found. Users of 
these facilities would be among 
those most at risk of contamina¬ 
tion. In addition to people with 
HIV, those most susceptible to 
water contamination are children, 
elderly people, cancer patients, 
and organ transplant patients. ▼

^j|p he Board of Supervisors has 

■ unanimously approved a 
measure introduced by Su¬ 
pervisor Barbara Kaufman, call¬ 
ing for the modernization of Cal¬ 
ifornia’s absentee balloting proce¬ 
dures. 

The resolution urges the Cali¬ 
fornia State Legislature to end dis¬ 
crimination against single absen¬ 
tee voters and change election 
laws to allow anyone to pick up 
their ballots for them, or deliver 
their ballots to the Registrar of 
Voters. 

Under current state law, voters 
who do not request a ballot more 
than a week before an election, 
and who can’t mail their absentee 
ballots in time to reach the Regis¬ 
trar, can only have ballots deliv¬ 
ered by a spouse or blood relative. 

“This is ridiculous. San Fran¬ 
cisco is filled with single people 
who live alone. California’s absen¬ 
tee voting laws limit access to 
many of them, especially the el¬ 
derly, young singles, and lesbian

he San Francisco War 
Memorial board of trustees 
is now considering two dif¬ 
ferent resolutions in response to 
anti-gay discrimination by the 
California Department of the 
American Legion, which has oc¬ 
cupied space in the property since 
1931. 

The resolutions follow a 
Human Rights Commission find¬ 
ing in April that the American Le¬ 
gion office had engaged in a pat¬ 
tern of blatant anti-gay discrimi¬ 
nation against the lesbian and gay 
Alexander Hamilton Post of the 
American Legion, and against les¬ 
bian and gay veterans generally. 

One measure, proposed by the 
Alexander Hamilton Post and 
sponsored by Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano, includes such mitiga¬ 
tion as $25,000 in damages for 
“past harms,” plus attorney’s fees, 
from the Legion. It would also re¬ 
quire Legion staff and officers to 
receive at least 40 hours of sexual 
orientation and gender role iden¬ 
tity sensitivity training. 

A separate series of recom¬ 
mendations by the San Francisco 
Human Rights Commission - 
without the financial compensa¬ 
tion - is also under consideration 
by the War Memorial’s board, ac¬ 
cording to HRC discrimination 
representative Larry Brinkin. 


“The recommendations are 
that they do not discriminate and 
they develop an anti-discrimina¬ 
tion policy that covers both em¬ 
ployees and the public which in¬ 
cludes sexual orientation as a cat¬ 
egory,” Brinkin told the B.A.R. 

“We also recommend that they 
do sensitivity training, including 
the dissemination of literature - 
including training literature - for 
their staff. 

“Our fourth recommendation 
is that the California Department 
of the American Legion allow the 
Alexander Hamilton post to write 
articles about gays in the military, 
which will be published in the Le¬ 
gionnaire newsletter,” he said. 

The final recommendation is 
important because it rectifies one 
way in which the Legion has pre¬ 
viously discriminated against the 
lesbian and gay veterans post, 
Brinkin added. 

“One of the things we found 
was that there were articles 
against gay people in the military 
in the Legionnaire, and the Legion 
did not allow the post to provide 
a different point of view, either in 
paid advertisements or in articles 
submitted by the post,” Brinkin 
said. 

Legion officials previously told 
the Bay Area Reporter that they 
would agree to sensitivity training 
- but said they disagreed with the 
conclusions reached by the HRC 
following its investigation.

and gay voters. Voting regulations 
should not be based on marriage 
or family,” Kaufman said. 

The supervisor’s call for a 
change in state election law is 
supported by California State 
Senator Milton Marks, according 
to Marks’s spokesperson Carole 
Stuart. 

“Senator Marks strongly sup¬ 


ports Supervisor Kaufman’s reso¬ 
lution. It’s ridiculous that in this 
day and age there is this kind of 
discrimination against single peo¬ 
ple with AIDS - or other illnesses 
such as cancer - or single people 
who are elderly or disabled, and 
live alone and need to have their 
ballots delivered for them,” Stuart 
told the B.A.R. ▼ 


The War Memorial board of 
trustees is responsible for over¬ 
sight of the building, which be¬ 
came city property through a 
trust in the late 1920s. The matter 
is expected to go before the board 
of trustees at its June meeting, but 
it is unclear how much authority 
they have in the measure. 

The Trustees Resolution pro¬ 
posed by Ammiano for adoption 
formally notifies the state Legion 
group that unless it fully complies 
with the Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion’s proposed remedies, it will 
be subject to sanctions - includ¬ 
ing eviction by the Trustees from 
the property. T

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How to strengthen America 


jjj| t is awful to learn, as the gay communi- 
| ty just has, that the president of the 
1 United States is eager to beat us up for 
political gain. Although entirely 
avoidable, this week Clinton 
backed the principle behind that 
so-called Defense of Marriage , 

Act that codifies more discrimi¬ 
nation against gay people. 

White House spokesperson 
Mike McCurry’s statement - that the 
president “believes this is a time when 
we need to do things to 
strengthen the American fam¬ 
ily, and that’s the reason why 
he’s taken this position” - is 
an ugly indication of Clinton’s ignorance 
and 18th century mindset. Besides being an 
unwarranted sock in the jaw for us, it is also 
a mean thing to say about the American 
family. 

Is he ignorant of the fact that there are 
also people who consider it is a defense of 
Americanism to lynch their nearest neigh¬ 
bors of color?

Strengthening Amer¬ 
ica involves building on diversity, celebrat¬ 
ing it, and using it to expand the collective 
knowledge. Singling minorities out to ex¬ 
emplify un-American is not going to make 
any family any stronger, nor will it help this 
country. 

Also - and it would be nice if the presi¬ 
dent were at all aware of this - most Amer¬ 
ican homosexuals grew up in American fam¬ 
ilies. The White House statement only en¬ 
courages the sort of parents who abuse their 
gay kids (emotionally, sexually, physically, 
and often fatallyjin the name of “strength¬ 
ening” that family. Abusers can now justify 
their treatment of lesbian daughters (and 
sisters) and gay sons (and brothers) by say¬ 
ing they were following the example set by 
The Leader Of The Free World. 

And they would be. 

McCurry has since indicated his boss 
thinks the Republicans are using this De¬ 
fense of Marriage issue to create fear and 
hatred against gay people, but that doesn’t 
explain why he took a stance on it in the 
first place. When the question was posed, 
the bill was less than a week old and had 
not even gotten into a House subcommit¬ 
tee yet, so a statement about it could easily 
have been postponed as premature at this 
point. Later, some advisors could have pro¬ 
vided him with perfectly valid reasons to 
oppose it, many of which aren’t “gay” in na¬ 
ture. 


Still, it’s probably better to have every¬ 
thing out in the open now. His opposition 
to gender-neutral marriage laws has been a 
matter of record for four years anyway, so 
this newest statement on the subject 
was just an assault, not an ambush. By 
now we have stopped being surprised 
by Clinton’s swinishness.

Dole signed on to the bill almost be¬ 
fore the ink was dry.

‘Justice’— not ‘just

T he right wing’s rise to power has had 
an impact on much, if not all, of the 
H work around lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
and transgender (LGBT) youth that has de¬ 
veloped in the past ten to 15 years. Attacks 
on federal funds, local school boards, and 
the rights of individuals to be “out” have 
largely focused on issues pertaining to edu¬ 
cation. Caught in the crossfire of these at¬ 
tacks have been LGBT youth generally, and 
LGBT youth of color specifically. 

The right wing is using racism, with an 
emphasis on African-Americans, to pro¬ 
mote and bolster their agenda. In the late 
1980s, the George Bush presidential cam¬ 
paign used flagrant racist imaging to depict 
Michael Dukakis as weak on crime. 

Now, it is the images of youth of color 
that dominate the media waves whenever 
the U.S. Congress talks of welfare or crime 
reform. Additionally, anti immigrant ini¬ 
tiatives such as Proposition 187 in Califor¬ 
nia, and attacks on Affirmative Action by 
the U.S. Supreme Court and state govern¬ 
ments, further the image of people of color 
as criminals and lazy. At the crux of the 
criminalization of people of color is the idea 


of locking up anyone who is not “normal” 
(i.e., middle-age, rich, white, straight or 
straight-acting and straight-looking, and 
male). What does this have to do with LGBT 
youth? Everything. 

If LGBT communities cannot grasp and 
understand the importance of address¬ 
ing fundamental issues regarding 
race, how can we trust or expect that 
the issues of sexism and heterosex¬ 
ism will be addressed? 

Some allies that I speak with are 
afraid that challenging issues of 
racism will lead to the devaluing of 
other issues. Such fears are 
based on the false as¬ 
sumption that only one 
issue can be dealt with at 
a time, that individuals 
only face one issue at a time. We must rec¬ 
ognize that multi-issue organizing is not 
only a good idea but a necessary means of 
survival for LGBT youth and all youth. 

The historical model of single-issue lib¬ 
eration has failed time and time again. We 
cannot wait any longer. According to the 
Centers for Disease Control, youth under 
the age of 24 constituted one out of two 
new infections for HIV in 1994. 

Creating groups that allow LGBT youth 
of color to gather independently of their 
white peers, without questions and defen¬ 
sive protestations, is one step toward inte¬ 



grated programming and saving lives. It is 
imperative that we move beyond ghettoized 
services and at the same time recognize the 
need for separate space. 

Another step is hiring LGBT staff of 
color. Build alliances with the youth ser¬ 
vices in your area that hire staff of color, 
and talk with them about some of the chal¬ 
lenges and successes they have had in doing 
so. Finally, show your support for 
organizations that work with 
youth of color by challenging 
federal, state, and local budget 
cuts that would eliminate or se¬ 
verely hamper such orga¬ 
nizations. We have not 
succeeded with “just us” 
programs. Now is the 
time to work together to 
demand and define programs of “justice.” 

Learning to eradicate oppressive 
thoughts and behaviors is a lifelong process. 
If we are to have true justice, we must honor 
each other’s experiences. Only by working 
to understand and support each other’s dif¬ 
fering struggles, can we work effectively to- 
gether.V

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Film invasion

compelled to tell you what the region around Grace 
Cathedral has endured during the past eight months. 

Since last summer four different film companies 
have invaded my neighborhood with countless sound 
trucks, dressing rooms, stunt cars as well as the cater¬ 
ers and their sidewalk tables. The films entitled The 
Fan, The Bridge, The Rock, and now Metro starring 
Eddie Murphy, have disrupted public and private 
transportation as well as residents’ lives. Last Decem¬ 
ber one of these films turned a cable car on its side 
and for two days dragged it repeatedly down my street 
while setting fires and explosives. In fact one house 
had to be painted because of outside smoke damage. 

During the past 24 hours as the Metro crew lays 
siege here, scores of parking spaces have been co¬ 
opted by the film company, and tow-away zones are 
in effect from 4 p.m. today until, on some streets, 8 
p.m. Saturday. They have offered “valet parking” to 
residents, however it is a real hassle. And who is re¬ 
sponsible for hiring those rude thugs whose job it is 
to keep residents away from the filming? During the 
film company’s occupation, I witnessed a number of 
neighbors here being refused direct access to their 
homes and told to walk around the block! 

Castro area residents should be thankful that the 
hate-filled Mr. Murphy and the film invasion force 
called Metro is riot in their neighborhood. At this 
time I am hoping they won’t have to return 
for retakes.

Clearing his name 

The Community News article in the April 25th 
issue of the Bay Area Reporter about Tim Miller’s 
complaint against the San Francisco Hilton leaves the 
reader with little else to consider other than the ap¬ 
parent guilt of a big corporation due to the supposed 
anti-gay behavior of one of its top level managers, 
Howard Jacobs. 

I, also, have a bias where this particular case is con¬ 
cerned, and feel since the paper was obviously not in¬ 
terested in exploring the comments and feelings of 
Howard Jacobs I would supply some personal infor¬ 
mation that was not sought. 

I have been romantically involved with Howard 
for over a year. A cruel tragedy forced me to evaluate 
his character and essential goodness very soon in our 
relationship. My brother Kevin, who was gay, had 
been diagnosed with AIDS and I needed support and 
understanding from my new boyfriend. I got it with¬ 
out asking and so did my family, including Kevin. 

Kevin died on January 11, 1996 at his home in 
Washington D.C. at the age of 28.1 was his primary 
care-giver in the last four weeks of his life with help 
from my family and friends, including Howard. He 
came back East for over a week while Kevin was still 
in the hospital to share the responsibilities of caring 
for one who is terminally ill. He assisted us in transi¬ 
tioning Kevin from the hospital to his home where 
we all felt he would be more comfortable and better 
taken care of. Though he had established a relation¬ 
ship with Kevin previously through phone 
calls and visits, he spoke of feeling so close 
|f to him now. 

When I read your article and realized 
the context in which Howard was being 
written about I immediately wanted to let 
you know that there is so much more 
than we see at first glance. I have no 
doubt that Howard’s name will be 
cleared professionally, for the facts will 
come out to support his non-discrimina- 
tory management style. However, who better than me 
to clear his name personally; we have been through 
so much together.

Howard was with us every 
minute that he could be, including Christmas Eve and 
Christmas day, when he stayed right at Kevin’s bed¬ 
side at the hospital. When Kevin was sent home, 
Howard was there for him, doing whatever he could 
to provide comfort for all of us. It was the most un¬ 
selfish, unconditional gesture of giving that we had 
ever seen. He absolutely has no bias against gay peo¬ 
ple. He befriended Kevin’s friends, and I know that in 
San Francisco he has some close friends that he so¬ 
cializes with who are gay. How could he possibly care 
if this employee is gay or not? What he was looking 
for was the person with the most enthusiasm and per¬ 
sonality that would reflect the service the guests 
would receive. He takes his job seriously, loves the 
hotel, and treats it like his home; no detail is too small 
for him to be concerned with. This allegation is so 
without foundation that we can hardly believe it has 
escalated to a problem. 

There are dozens of good qualities Howard pos¬ 
sesses that we could list, but to sum it up please un¬ 
derstand that he is truly a good person who would 
never be unfair to anyone; he simply does not think 
that way.

Dialogue or abuse? 

Floyd Collins (for ACT UP San Francisco) “chal¬ 
lenges” Drs. Abrams and Volberding to debate the 
merits of viral load testing and antiretroviral combi¬ 
nation therapy ( B.A.R ., Letters, May 2, 1996). Mak¬ 
ing ACT UP/SF out to be the victims at the March 16 
forum that they so crudely disrupted, Collins adopts 
a pose of reasonableness and desire for “dialogue.” 
B.A.R. readers should not be fooled. 

According to Collins, ACT UP/SF members at the 
March 16 forum “were demanding dialogue.” He says 
they “were assaulted,” and even “beaten,” merely for 
trying to ask questions at the forum. This is ridicu¬ 
lous to anyone who was there. As soon as Dr. Abrams 
began to speak, he was drowned out by loud shouts of 
political epithets and monotonously repeated “ques¬ 
tions” expressive of ACT UP/SF’s various hobby hors¬ 
es (no mean trick, since he had a microphone and 
they did not). Dr. Volberding’s talk received the same 
treatment, until the forum organizers decided that 
there was no point in proceeding until the arrival of 
the police. From the very outset, ACT UP/SF pre¬ 
vented the presentation of any information other 
than their own views (which we have all heard end¬ 
lessly repeated). 

Given ACT UP/SF’s operative concept of “dia¬ 
logue,” Collins’ “challenge” is hardly in good faith. The 
only thing that would seem to satisfy their desire for 
“dialogue” would be for the doctors to appear and lis¬ 
ten to ACT UP/SF’s diatribes for however long they 
cared to continue them, and then to concede that 
ACT UP/SF is right after all. Such concessions (like 
statements by the sainted Dr. Levy) would then be 
endlessly quoted and repeated in ACT UP/SF’s writ¬ 
ten and spoken materials. I cannot speak for the doc¬ 
tors of course, but this is a form of abuse that I would 
not care to be subjected to. 

Given the way that ACT UP/SF treats speakers 
who do not conform to their notion of medical 
virtue, it would not surprise me if prominent re¬ 
searchers and practitioners are reluctant to appear at 
forums in San Francisco. This is one very significant 
form of damage being done to the San Francisco 
AIDS community by ACT UP/SF’s appalling conduct. 
(See, e.g., AIDS Treatment News , No. 244, p.8.) 
Notwithstanding ACT UP/SF’s pious posturing in the 
letters-to-the-editor columns, their abusive and ob¬ 
structive conduct is the very antithesis of the reason¬ 
able “dialogue” they purport to desire.

Beyond grousing 

I find the letters discussing the mission of Under 
One Roof a healthy debate about an institution. I re¬ 
gret that there have been attempts to categorize the 
debate as the grousing of an individual. My own 
group, Home Care Companions, dropped out of 
Under One Roof last year after our Board reviewed 
our relationship of several years. Contrary to the 
UOR Board of Directors President’s contention that 
their reputation was “unblemished,” our agency’s ex¬ 
perience of the management was dismal. The utter 
failure of the 1995 Holiday Card project is but one ex¬ 
ample ($163,800 spent to raise $162,100). I under¬ 
stand, and applaud, that efforts to correct the mis¬ 
management have been taken. There remain, howev¬ 
er, two main problems with Under One Roof today: 

(1) Products for sale at UOR do not promote the 
respective missions of the member agencies (logo 
goods were deemed unfashionable a few years back 
and instead of working on appropriate, mission-re¬ 
lated product development, UOR banished most 
agency logo material from the store); indeed, visibil¬ 
ity of the member agencies’ missions, need for vol¬ 
unteers, etc. is lacking. UOR’s mission seems to be 
primarily to raise moneys for UOR, running a shop 
whose products, akin to much available in retail stores 
in the Castro and Upper Market area, seem to be an 
unrelated business enterprise. Greenpeace’s S.F. store 
went through this phase early on and has since tight¬ 
ened its product offerings to reflect its environmental 
mission - it may still be a kitsch shop, but it’s an en¬ 
vironmentalist’s kitsch shop. 

(2) UOR approaches unfair competition practices 
on three levels; 

(i) too much space and product (41%) is devoted 
to UOR itself; 

(ii) through its nonprofit status, the store cuts its 
prices and competes unfairly with local merchants’ 
inventories - imagine what it might be like if it does 
move to the first floor of the proposed Life Center; 
and 

(iii) UOR competes with AIDS service organiza¬ 
tions for grants, special event, and corporate and in¬ 
dividual donor support, garnering $100,000 in 1995. 

Well, now maybe UOR will consider this letter as 
simply another person grousing, but I suggest that the 
UOR Board consider these criticisms as opportuni¬ 
ties to reflect and grow.

W hen California’s GOP 
state treasurer Matt 
Fong, a proven vote-get¬ 
ter and one of the rising stars of 
the state Republican Party, told 
reporters last week that he is con¬ 
sidering a bid for either governor 
or U. S. Senate in 1998, he became 
only the latest of his party’s offi¬ 
cials jockeying for higher office. 

Fong, the 42-year-old son of 
longtime Democratic Secretary of 
State March Fong Eu, says that 
his “present inclination is to run 
for reelection [for treasurer],” but 
some of his associates are quietly 
telling reporters he would like to 
run for governor, which would 
mean a bitter and costly primary 
fight with current Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Dan Lungren, who is already 
running for governor. Lungren 
may decide to seek the GOP nod 
to run against Senator Barbara 
Boxer, a more likely possibility. 
There is reportedly little love be¬ 
tween Fong and Lungren, and 
when a reporter reminded Fong 
last week that Lungren is consid¬ 
ered by many to be “the early fa¬ 
vorite” in the GOP race to replace 
retiring Governor Pete Wilson, 
Fong replied, “Well, I have 
heard rumors he wants 
to be Vice President, or 
U.S. Attorney General if 
Dole wins, or some¬ 
thing.” 

Lungren has re¬ 
peatedly been men¬ 
tioned as a possible 
veep running 
mate for Bob 
Dole, but few 
GOP strate¬ 
gists think that is a probability. 
Sacramento political watchers say 
that Matt Fong would have little 
trouble raising the funds neces¬ 
sary to wage a primary battle 
against Lungren (Fong is very 
popular among GOP leaders). 
Other state officers known to be 
looking upward in office include 
Secretary of State Bill Jones and 
state Insurance Commissioner 
Charles Quackenbush. Jones is 
said to be particularly interested 
in changing his job to that of 
Lieutenant Governor in 1998. The 
current Lieutenant Governor, De¬ 
mocrat Gray Davis, is already off 
and running for the Demo guber¬ 
natorial nomination and faces a 
likely primary challenge from 
state controller Kathleen Con¬ 
nell, a wealthy Los Angeles busi¬ 
nesswoman. 

The big question mark for the 
Democrats, however, remains ILS. 
Senator Dianne Feinstein, who 
many party powerbrokers are qui¬ 
etly trying to persuade to run 
once again for governor. Feinstein 
has made no secret of the fact she 
would like to be governor, but 
won’t even discuss the possibility 
of another run until after the No¬ 
vember presidential election and 
probably not before the middle of 
next year. In the event the De¬ 
mocrats win control of the U.S. 
Senate in November, the likeli¬ 
hood of Feinstein running for 
governor might be diminished, as 
she would immediately become a 
powerhouse in a Democrat-con¬ 
trolled Senate, particularly if Bill 
Clinton wins re-election. 

It is no secret in Washington 
that both President Bill Clinton 
and Vice President Al Gore are 
very fond of Feinstein, and there 
is already some talk among 
checkbook Democrats of a Gore- 
Feinstein “dream ticket” in the 
year 2000, whether Dianne stays

in the Senate or leads the power¬ 
ful California delegation to the 
Demo National Convention that 
year as governor of the nation’s 
largest state. It is not lost on the 
party that Feinstein enjoys 
the luxury of running 
for governor in 1998; 
she could still remain 
in the Senate if she 
were to lose the gov¬ 
ernor’s race. Most 
political observers be¬ 
lieve that Feinstein 
would get 
more national 
attention as 
Governor of 
California than as a U.S. Senator. 
As one top Republican political 
organizer put it recently, “Keep an 
eye on Dianne: everyone knows 
that the governorship of Califor¬ 
nia is a much bigger plum than a 
seat in the 100-member Senate.” 

With all still to be put in place 
(and much of it depending on 
whether Clinton can keep the 
White House for four more 
years), one former Democratic 
party chair said that “if Dianne 
runs again for governor, look for 
Connell to pull out and support 
her [Feinstein] against Davis in 
the primary, and sit back and 
enjoy as the pro Feinstein beats up 
on the charismatically-challenged 
Dan Lungren.” Dianne for Gover¬ 
nor? Yes! Dianne for Vice Presi¬ 
dent in 2000? Hell, yes! 

Politics and people 

I’m told this column two 
weeks ago brought the Eddie 
Murphy controversy affair back 
into the open, resulting in a for¬ 
mal apology from the onetime 
punk smart-ass, which, frankly, I 
found to be sincere. In his state¬ 
ment, Murphy said he was a “mis¬ 
informed” 21-year-old “kid” 
when he taped his anti-gay, AIDS- 
laced HBO special in 1981. Mur¬ 
phy said last week, “I know that

I deeply regret any 
pain all this has caused.” 

Murphy again said, “I’m not 
homophobic and not anti-gay,” 
adding that he, too, has lost peo¬ 
ple close to him to the disease and 
has donated both time and 
money to the cause. Case closed, 
Mr. Murphy, and thanks for in 
some small way helping to bring 
about some AIDS education. To 
be sure, it was pressure from the 
AIDS community here in San 
Francisco that truly brought 


about the statement, but I’ll close 
by using the same words Murphy 
used last week in closing his apol¬ 
ogy: “Peace, love and condoms.” 

There were Willie Brown and 
California Attorney General Dan 
Lungren debating the same-sex 
marriage issue Sunday on ABC’s 
This Week With David Brinkley. In 
defense of same-sex marriages, 
Brown predicted that “this issue 
will not be a disability for any De¬ 
mocrat” running in the Novem¬ 
ber election, while Lungren was 
trying his damnedest to make 
sure it does become one. Lungren 
said, “To be against gay marriages 
is not an attack on gays, but it will 
become a cutting issue” in the fall 
election. (You can be sure the 
GOP will see to that; it’s easier 
than discussing their proposed 
welfare cuts, Medicare cuts, gun- 
control, etc.) 

Speaking of Da Mayor, even 
some of his more loyal gay and 
lesbian supporters are beginning 
to ask publicly why Mr. Brown 
hasn’t named a successor to for¬ 
mer Supe - and current Assem¬ 
blywoman - Carole Migden.

cidentally, look for incumbents 
Barbara Kaufman and Sue 
Bierman to fight it out for the 
board presidency. 

Finally, please don’t miss the 
13th Annual International AIDS 
Candlelight Memorial being ob¬ 
served worldwide this Sunday, 
May 19th. The event, which began 
in San Francisco in 1983, honors 
the memory of those who have

It’s the world’s largest annu¬ 
al community-based AIDS event, 
with over 300 cities and 43 nations 
participating this year.

periences and the rhetoric coming 
out of the transgender movement. 
She says a review copy of a new 
book out of Britain quotes Kate 
Bornstein as saying she thinks the 
category of lesbian should be al¬ 
lowed to continue “for the time 
being,” and that Martine Rothblatt 
says as much in not so many 
words in The Apartheid of Gen¬ 
der. Rothblatt’s book calls for 
the replacement of gender 
categories with a kind of 
color wheel of groups of 
characteristics. 

Rothblatt also calls 
for mandatory re¬ 
placement of segre¬ 
gated restrooms 
with unisex fa¬ 
cilities. “Oh” 
said a friend of 
mine upon 
hearing this idea, “you mean 
Urban Rape Centers?” Well, Roth¬ 
blatt would have cameras installed 
in the loo - not to protect women, 
but to monitor compliance with 
her directive that everyone, re¬ 
gardless of genitals, sit down to 
pee. That’s enough to make a les¬ 
bian shout, “Vive la difference!” 
and cheer on the Playboy crowd 
from the sidelines, out of sheer 
cussedness, as they attempt to 
prove the hardy spontaneity of 
heterosexual lust. 

Some people said the emer¬ 
gence of transgender theory and 
activism in the 90s would lead in¬ 
evitably, and in short order, to a 
new and typically artificial version 
of political correctness. It seems 
they were right. I have a young 
friend about four years into tran¬ 
sition - long enough to be well in¬ 
tegrated into life as a woman 
among women. The novelty has 
long worn off, and the tedium of 
saving for surgery has set in. She’s 
surfed the transgender shores of 
the Internet to find the company of 
similarly situated pre-op women. 

But when she posted that she 
was tired of transition and looked 
forward to surgery, she got mas¬ 


sively flamed. It seems wanting 
surgery - or being glad one has 
had it - now constitutes “elitism,” 
because “surgery is an artificial 
barrier the medical industry uses 
to divide our community.” And 
“passing” - becoming a credible 
member of the gender as which 
one lives - is “privilege” and 
must be renounced. 

Gee, I’ve always as¬ 
sumed anyone claiming 
to be a woman would, like, 
miss having a pussy. I mean, 
getting wet alone would be 
well worth the price of 
admission. But, hey - 
that’s just me. Davina 
says the new PC 
thing is that 
wanting to 
have a lover 
with a particu¬ 
lar kind of genitals is bad. Some¬ 
times it doesn’t matter—my young 
friend has a girlfriend who’s not 
waiting till surgery to be in love 
with her. 

But sometimes it does: Davina 
and her Camp Trans crew have 
pretty much managed to achieve a 
tacit agreement that post-op MTFs 
won’t get kicked out of the Michi¬ 
gan Festival. Seventy-five percent 
of the women there surveyed said 
they cared only what a woman is 
now— and apparently that means 
having gotten up to speed on fe¬ 
male socialization, identifying as 
woman and lesbian first, and keep¬ 
ing women’s space free of penises 
and “the transsexual issue.” 

So the transgender correctness 
crowd may be doing us a favor by 
sorting out those who’ll gladly pay 
the dues to earn their credibility 
and place as women, and sparing 
us the wannabes who aren’t down 
24/7 but demand we accept them 
as women on their terms. Still, it’s 
worrisome that any part of our 
LGBT rainbow wants to tell les¬ 
bians we can’t find joy and mean¬ 
ing in loving women, being 
among women, and defining our 
lives and desires for ourselves. ▼

W ho’s gonna want to drive 
on one of those freeways 
when you can ride the 
Red Car to Pasadena for a nickel?” 

I said, sliding a dollar bill into the 
fare box of the PCC streetcar 
painted in Pacific Electric colors. 
A balmy afternoon, a ride down 
Market Street in a torpedo car 
with an unobstructed view of the 
Ferry Building, a conductor with 
fond memories of riding Key Sys¬ 
tem trains across the lower deck of 
the Bay Bridge, the ability to quote 
Who Framed Roger Rabbit ? on cue 
- life is good. 

A warm morning on the first of 
May and the 5 a.m. drive to Inspi¬ 
ration Point in Tilden Park for the 
Morris dancers dancing up the 
sun - and seeing White Rat’s Mor¬ 
ris take a turn. Yes, Virginia, there 
are Leather Morris Dancers! Life is 
really good. 

A very cordial letter from 
Bevan Dufty of the Cable Car 
awards explaining the nomination 
and voting process, mentioning 
that Jack Fertig did indeed do 
some local reporting last year, and 
saying he appreciated feedback 
from the community. I appreciat¬ 
ed his courtesy. And yes, I did 
overlook Jack Fertig’s coverage of 
the first FTM Conference (doh!). 

The only negative thing I would 
have to say about the columns that 
won Jack the award is that his re¬ 
port on the FTM conference con¬ 
tained a glaringly sexist stereotype: 
“Also, being socialized and trained 
as women, a lot of these guys are 
more deferential and quiet. On the 
other hand, male-to-female trans¬ 
sexuals are frequently just as as¬ 
sertive and demanding of atten¬ 
tion as their masculine upbring¬ 
ings have taught them to be.” Or is 
that sexist and transphobic at the 
same time? 

My source for credible, knowl¬ 
edgeable opinions on questions 
like that is, it seems, going out of 
business. Davina Gabriel, who’s 
been organizing the Camp Trans 
alternative site outside the gates of 
the Michigan Womyn’s Music Fes¬ 
tival and lobbying to have the Fes¬ 
tival opened to post-op MTFs, is 
folding her “Journal of Transsexu¬ 
al Feminism,” TransSisters. More 
discouraging is that she’s ceasing 
publication out of frustration with 
getting attacked for being a femi¬ 
nist - that is, for identifying as a 
woman and a lesbian first and 
transsexual second. These attacks 
are coming not from lesbians but 
from transgender activists. Davina 
says they want not only to co-opt 
transsexual feminists and conflate 
them into the transgender move¬ 
ment, but to “morally mandate 
lesbianism out of existence” on the 
ground that gender and gender- 
based identities are oppressive. 
Davina cites both her own ex-

what had happened, the man had 
disappeared, with his wallet. 

“It was in the inside pocket of 
my leather jacket,” said the victim, 
who asked that his name not be 
released. 

A police report was filed in the 
incident, and although the victim 
said he never carried cash or cred¬ 
it cards in his wallet, the robber 
did get away with his identifica¬ 
tion, medical insurance card, bus 
pass for the disabled, and other 
items.

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‘Curve’ benefit Sunday 

Auction to raise money for lesbian magazine

C urve magazine, the lesbian 
publication formerly 
known as Deneuve, is hav¬ 
ing a benefit this Sunday, May 19 
to raise money to help with legal 
fees stemming from the name 
change and court fight started by 
the French actress of the same 
name. 

The event, called “Alive and 
Kicking,” will include an auction 
of autographed memorabilia do¬ 
nated by singers Melissa 
Etheridge and k.d. lang, as well as 
numerous other items such as 
dinner dates, collector edition 
books, and movie posters. 

Frances Stevens, publisher of 
Curve, told the B.A.R. that she’s 
happy the court fight is over. 

“We’re really excited to be 
moving on,” Stevens said in an 
interview. “The support from the 
community is overwhelming.” 

Stevens was referring to last 
year’s lawsuit filed by Catherine 
Deneuve against the magazine in 
Paris and Los Angeles courts. The 
lawsuit charged that the name of 
the magazine, including a catalog 
business, conflicted with the ac¬ 
tress’s right to market her name 
and image. 

The case was settled out of 
court and the first Curve was 
published earlier this year. 

A gag order was part of the 
settlement, so neither party can 


discuss details of the lawsuit. 
Stevens could not say how much 
the suit cost the magazine in legal 
fees, but said she hopes to raise 
$50,000 at Sunday’s benefit. 

Stevens, 28, has always main¬ 
tained the magazine was named 
after her first love, a woman 
whose full name she declined to 
disclose. 

The five-year-old magazine 
has a circulation of about 47,000, 
with the majority of its readers in 
the U.S. and Canada, she added. 

Stevens also emphasized that 
the benefit event is open to 
everyone. 

“Men are welcome - and ap¬ 
preciated,” Stevens said. 

Besides the auction, the bene¬ 
fit will feature live music, comedy 
and dance. Performances are 
planned by June and Jean 
Millington 8c the Slammin’ 
Babes, Amy Simpson, Gretchen 
Phillips, and Maureen Brownsey, 
among others. 

Anita Lofton, one of the disc 
jockeys scheduled to take part in 
the benefit, stated the benefit is 
crucial to the survival of Curve. 

“We are fighting for our lives 
to be portrayed in a medium 
which respects us, loves us, and 
embraces us,” Lofton stated. 

Some of the more unique 
auction items include dinner 
dates with actor Scott Thompson 
and comedian Lea Delaria, and 
lunch with author Jewelle 
Gomez. Stevens said that there

will also be limited edition auto¬ 
graphed sets of Armistead 
Maupin’s Tales of the City books 
auctioned off. 

Other items include an origi¬ 
nal mounted “Dykes to Watch 
Out For” comic strip by Alison 
Bechdel, and autographed movie 
posters from a variety of films, 
including Go Fish.

Picket offenses

T he heterosexual suprema¬ 
cists of the censorious 
American Family Associa¬ 
tion (AFA) have declared Satur¬ 
day, May 18 “National Anti-Porn 
Picket Day” According to the 
AFA’s spurious correlations, 
pornography has no business in 
the “family marketplace” as it is 
overwhelmingly consumed by 
rapists and children. 

The AFA is encouraging “indi¬ 
viduals, churches, and groups to 
organize a picket of local stores 
which sell or rent porn videos, 
magazines or other pornographic 
material.” AFA president Donald 
Wildmon recommends that “the 
picket be held from 10 a.m. until 
12 noon” [presumably to garner 
maximum media coverage], 
though “any time during the day 
is acceptable.” 

For ease of censorship, a “Pick¬ 
et Packet” is included in the May 
1996 issue of the AFA Journal. 
The packet offers “detailed in¬ 
structions on how to organize and 
execute a successful picket,” and 
even includes recommended 
picket sign slogans (“Protect Our 
Children,” “Porn Causes Rape,” 
“Stamp Out Smut,” “Porn and 
Crime Go Hand in Hand”) and 
media sound bites (“We believe 
that pornography does not belong 
in the family marketplace,” 
“Pornography is both anti-family 
and anti-Christian”). 

A handy “Pass-Along Sheet” is 
also included, ready for mass re¬ 
production. The sheet consists of 
a salacious editorial linking geni¬ 
tal mutilation, eye gouging, ho¬ 
mosexual pedophilia, and Playboy 
magazine collections. “I am a ho¬ 
mosexual pedophile convicted of 
murder, and pornography was a 
determining factor in my down¬ 
fall,” says Arthur Gary Bishop, 
AFA exemplar of homosexual de¬ 
viance. 

The AFA also offers a selection 
of anti-porn merchandise, for use 
throughout the year (it’s not just 
for Anti-Porn Picket Day any¬ 
more). These items include: 

• “Facts About Pornography” 
(a “colorful” fact sheet of “statis¬ 
tics and other information about 
diverse forms of pornography” - 
75 cents). 

• God's Quiet Voice: John's

Dropping out 

Dispatches, a publication of the 
Western Journalism Center, has 
reported that the National Educa¬ 
tion Association intends to drop a 
resolution supporting the concept 
of observing “Lesbian and Gay 
History Month” in public schools. 
The NEA adopted the statement 
(Resolution B-9) last July. 

The March 13 Dispatches cites 
a source on the NEA’s Resolutions 
Committee, who claims the 
teacher’s union is bowing to pres¬ 
sure from right wing advocacy 
groups. According to Dispatches, 
state and local NEA affiliates have 
been “inundated” with protest let¬ 
ters. 

Anti-intellectual and pro-cen¬ 
sorship capitulation would be un¬ 
characteristic of the NEA. The 2.1 
million member teachers union 
has previously encouraged 
schools to “acknowledge the di¬ 
versity of the student body, in¬ 
cluding the presence of gay as well 
as non-gay students” (1994), de¬ 
fended the right of lesbian and 
gay students “to positive role 
models, both in person and the 
curriculum” (1994), and promot¬ 
ed the “accurate portrayal of the 
roles and contributions of gay, les¬ 
bian, and bisexual people 
throughout history, with ac¬ 
knowledgment of their sexual ori¬ 
entation” (1988).

Catalog brings money to AIDS groups

S|P he National Catalog Foun- 
| dation, Inc., publisher of 
1 the National AIDS Aware¬ 
ness Catalog, is growing like wild¬ 
fire by getting AIDS organizations 
to donate mailing lists in return 
for a share of the catalog sales. 

“For the organizations partici¬ 
pating it’s easy money,” says Jef¬ 
frey Zeidman, 29, president of 
National Catalog Foundation, a 
mail order company that targets 
consumers sympathetic to AIDS 
causes. After paying for printing, 
mailing, and other overhead ex¬ 
penses, Zeidman says he has do¬ 
nated about $60,000 to AIDS or¬ 
ganizations during the last two 
years. He estimates he earns about 
90 percent of his living as a direct 
mail fundraising consultant, but 
little from the catalog itself. 

“During the last two years I’ve 
taken maybe $5,000 to $10,000 to 
pay credit card bills,” he says. 

The consortium of nonprofit 
organizations working with the 
catalog firm currently includes 
such New York-based organiza¬ 
tions as Actors’ Fund of America, 
Community Research Initiative 
on AIDS, Children’s Hope Foun¬ 
dation, God’s Love We Deliver, 
Gay Men’s Health Crisis and AIDS 
Resource Center of New York. 

Other organizations working 
with NCF include AID Atlanta, 
AIDS Action Committee, based in 
Boston; Colorado AIDS Project, 


based in Denver; New Mexico AIDS 
Project, based in Albuquerque; 
AIDS Resource Center, based in 
Dallas; Northwest AIDS Founda¬ 
tion, based in Seattle; and Project 
Angel Food and AIDS Health¬ 
care Foundation, both 
based in Los Angeles. 

Zeidman recently 
has been traveling in 
Phoenix, Los Angeles, 

Seattle, and San Fran¬ 
cisco to pro¬ 
mote the 
catalog to 
representa¬ 
tives of more 
AIDS organizations. “We’re push¬ 
ing hard to get West Coast orga¬ 
nizations to participate,” he says. 

While visiting the Bay Area in 
May, Zeidman approached such 
organizations as the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation, Open Hand, 
Names Project, Under One Roof, 
and Until There’s a Cure. 

Zeidman is also trying to sell 
more advertising space in the cat¬ 
alog to travel and companies that 
specialize in the gay market. One 
advertiser promoting the Uncom¬ 
mon Clout credit card pays NCF 
$10 for each qualified credit ap¬ 
plication it generates using an 800 
number in the catalog. 

‘Almost hip’ 

The AIDS Awareness catalog 
was mailed to 319,000 households 
in 1995 to generate $358,000 in 
sales, with an average order of 
$63, Zeidman says. Sales in 1994 


totaled $226,000 from 335,000 
catalogs mailed, with an average 
order of $56, he says. 

NFC reduced catalog circula¬ 
tion and increased sales in 
1995, by matching lists 
from AIDS organi¬ 
zations against a 
database of 96 mil¬ 
lion households, en¬ 
abling the company 
to identify and mail 
only to peo¬ 
ple who 
shop by 
mail. 

“We were 
able to find out which donors also 
were buying products from cata¬ 
logs,” Zeidman says. 

Zeidman has ambitious plans 
to keep the AIDS catalog growing. 
He hopes to more than double the 
catalog circulation to 750,000- 
1,000,000 copies for the holiday 
edition, scheduled to be mailed 
on September 27. “It’s my dream,” 
he says. 

The frequency of AIDS catalog 
mailings is being increased this 
year to include spring and sum¬ 
mer editions for the first time. 
NFC aims to generate repeat busi¬ 
ness by just mailing catalogs to 
12,000 previous customers, who 
made purchases from the regular 
holiday season mailings in 1991 
and 1994. 

“I’m not marketing to just the 
gay market. I’m marketing to a 
group that has an affinity to 
AIDS,” says Zeidman, who is gay 


and single. “An average of 40 to 45 
percent of the names we get from 
non-profit organizations are 
straight people. 

“It’s becoming almost hip to 
market to gay causes,” Zeidman 
says. His catalogs feature clothing, 
books, and general merchandise 
gift items. “Products associated 
with red ribbons sell the best, and 
we don’t overdo the rainbow 
thing,” he says. 

NCF is owned by Zeidman and 
an equity partner, Mail Handlers, 
Inc., a New York-based printing 
company. NCF operates out of 
Zeidman’s home in Rego Park, NY 
and Phoenix, where his father is 
involved in another business. 

Zeidman oversees and man¬ 
ages the AIDS catalog operations 
almost all by himself, with some 
tax accounting help from his fa¬ 


ther and a brother who helps han¬ 
dle business calls on a part-time 
basis. “I eventually want a salary 
and to hire a staff,” he adds. NCF 
outsources the database mainte¬ 
nance, order fulfillment, telemar¬ 
keting, and other work to such 
companies as New England 800 
Co., based in Thomaston, Maine 
and Soft Track America, Inc., 
based in Frederick, Maryland. 

Zeidman is planning ahead to 
launch other similar cause-relat¬ 
ed catalogs in 1997 to target con¬ 
sumers concerned about Jewish, 
breast cancer, and environmental 
issues, he says. V

welve years ago, Sam B. 
Puckett co-founded what 
has become the Stop AIDS 
Project. Now the project is seek¬

There was no 
HIV test. And it would be three 
years before then-President Rea¬ 
gan would say the word “AIDS.”

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AIDS Candlelight Memorial set for Sunday 
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By Cynthia Laird 


T he 13th International AIDS 
Candlelight Memorial and 
Mobilization will be ob¬ 
served in San Francisco this Sun¬ 
day, May 19, beginning at 8 p.m. 
at the intersection of Market and 
Castro streets. 

The event, which began in San 
Francisco in 1983 and is now held 
worldwide, honors the memory 
of those who have died of AIDS, 
demonstrates support for people 
living with HIV and AIDS, and 
mobilizes community-based re¬ 
sponses to HIV/AIDS. The San 
Francisco observance is tradition¬ 
ally the largest in America. 

The march is the world’s 
largest annual community-based 
AIDS event; over 300 cities in 43 
nations will participate on Sun¬ 
day, according to Ben Carlson, 
program director for Mobiliza¬ 
tion Against AIDS (MAA), which 
coordinates the San Francisco 
event. 

“Our theme this year is AIDS 
Discrimination Is a Global Epi¬ 
demic,”’ Carlson told the B.A.R. 
“Around the world, people with 
HIV and AIDS suffer discrimina¬ 
tion caused by fear, ignorance, 
and misconception about the dis¬ 
ease. 

“We believe that policies that 
reduce the stigma of HIV, and 
build the self-esteem of people 
who are at risk for HIV or who 
have HIV, can create the environ¬ 
ment of trust and cooperation 
necessary to change behavior and 
reduce HIV transmission. But 
discriminatory policies promote, 
rather than prevent, the continu¬ 
ing spread of HIV,” he added. 

What to expect 

Once participants gather at the 
intersection of Castro and Market 
streets, they will walk in candle¬ 
light procession to United Na¬ 
tions Plaza. A short ceremony will 
be held on an outdoor stage at the 
plaza, starting at approximately 
8:50 p.m., Carlson explained. 

Participants are urged to dress 
warmly and to bring their own 
candles and wind barriers to pro¬ 
tect the flame (such as a paper 
cup), he said. A limited supply of 
candles will be available at the be¬ 
ginning of the event, but people 
should not rely on those being 
available. 

The ceremony will feature 
music, speakers, the presentation 
of “AIDS Hero and Heroine 
Awards,” and shared remem¬ 
brances of those who have died.

sor Tom Ammiano, and Dr. San¬ 
dra Hernandez, Director of the 
Health Department, will be the 
speakers. Reverend Yvette Flunder 
of City of Refuge Community 
Church will perform two songs. 

The three individuals and one 
organization that will receive the 
“Hero and Heroine Awards” are: 

• Edward Zold, a member of 
ACT UP/Golden Gate, the HIV 
Comprehensive CARE Working 
Group, the San Francisco HIV 
Prevention Planning Council, and 
several Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol (CDC) advisory groups. As a 
young person living with AIDS, 
Zold has a special interest in is¬ 
sues affecting HIV-positive youth, 
Carlson noted. 

• Barbara Garcia, a HIV-posi¬ 
tive woman in recovery from sub¬ 
stance abuse. Garcia is a member 
of the Ryan White CARE Council, 
a needle exchange volunteer for 
Prevention Point, and administra¬ 
tor of the Special Women’s Fund 
for the Women’s AIDS Network. 

• Steve Lew, who is stepping 
down this year from his position as 
executive director of the Living 
Well Project (formerly the Com¬ 
munity HIV Project of the Gay 
Asian Pacific Alliance). Lew is also a 
member of President Clinton’s 
Presidential Commission on AIDS. 

• Project Inform, an agency 
that provides information about 
available experimental HIV and 
AIDS drugs. The organization op¬ 
erates a toll-free drug treatment 
hotline, and researches and pro¬ 
vides information about dosages 
and clinical trials. Project Informs 
advocacy has helped expand the 
AIDS Drug Assistance Program. 

A declaration for Pelosi 

Carlson said that organizers of 
the event will present an “Interna¬ 
tional Declaration of Opposition 
to AIDS Discrimination” to U.S. 
Representative Nancy Pelosi (D- 


San Francisco). 

The unprecedented declara¬ 
tion, signed by scores of grass¬ 
roots AIDS agencies from around 
the world, condemns “discrimina¬ 
tion against people with HIV and 
AIDS, and against people at risk 
for HIV and AIDS due to their 
poverty, gender, ethnicity, sexual 
orientation, drug use, and/or 
other factors.” 

The declaration asserts that 
“all governments must assure eq¬ 
uitable access to comprehensive 
health care and treatment for all 
citizens with HIV and AIDS,” as 
well as “the fight against HIV and 
AIDS must never be a fight 
against people who have HIV or 
AIDS,” and that “all nations have 
an urgent ethical duty to assist 
one another in fighting HIV and 
AIDS.” 

Carlson said the declaration 
also states that “the United States 
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and other world leaders must set 
an example by aggressively and 
consistently upholding these 
principles.” 

In addition to coordinating the 
San Francisco candlelight memo¬ 
rial event, MAA works to register 
local event coordinators in cities 
around the world for the Interna¬ 
tional AIDS Candlelight Memor¬ 
ial and Mobilization event. 

Carlson said the MAA is seek¬ 
ing volunteers to help staff the 
event. 

Major sponsors of the San 
Francisco observance include 
Catholic Charities of the Archdio¬ 
cese of San Francisco; Falcon Stu¬ 
dios; Hamburger Mary’s; Heller, 
Ehrman, White 8c McAuliffe; the 
HIV Prevention Project; Ayse

The Joint United Nations Pro¬ 
gramme on HIV/AIDS estimates 
that 7,500 people are infected 
with HIV daily, and that hetero¬ 
sexual transmission has been the 
cause of more than 75 percent of 
all HIV infections worldwide.

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Copello implements, evaluates 
all over SF AIDS Office

D r. Gene Copello, the new 
chief of the Health & Pre¬ 
vention Services Branch of 
the Health Department’s AIDS of¬ 
fices, told the Bay Area Reporter in 
a recent interview that consumer 
satisfaction in AIDS services is 
one of his top priorities. 

Copello said satisfaction is es¬ 
sential, whether the services are 
provided directly by the city or 
through the city’s estimated 80 
AIDS prevention and health ser¬ 
vices contracts with local com¬ 
munity- based non-profit groups. 

“I think that in general, both in 
prevention and health services, we 
have a good system in place here,” 
he said. “There obviously are areas 
where we need improvement, and 
that’s where we need to focus.” 

Copello was appointed to the 
AIDS Office post in March, after 
six years as director of the San 
Mateo County AIDS Office. He 
oversaw the growth of that office 
from a budget of $800,000 and a 
staff of six, to a 45-person staff 
operating a $6 million model pro¬ 
gram including an AIDS clinic, 
social and outreach services, and 
hospice programs. 

San Francisco’s AIDS preven¬ 
tion budget is about $10 million 
annually, not including HIV test¬ 
ing. The budget for AIDS health 
services is an estimated $33 mil¬ 
lion annually. Priorities for fund¬ 
ing AIDS services comes primari¬ 
ly from the Ryan White CARE 
Planning Council and the Mayor’s 
HIV Planning Council, which as¬ 
sess needs, establish priorities, 
and make health and prevention 
service funding recommenda¬ 
tions to the Health Department 
Although Copello was more 
directly involved in day-to-day 
serving delivery in San Mateo, he 
says he believes he will be able to 
have “greater impact” at his cur¬ 
rent post. 

“The position I have is a new 
position, so it’s evolving,” he said. 
“I am responsible for insuring 
that the planning, implementa¬ 
tion, and evaluation of all of the 
citywide health and prevention 
services for HIV and AIDS are 
running as smoothly as possible. 

“I’m hoping to bring my direct 
experience to bear on prevention, 
and health services to bear on 


planning - and implementing 
and evaluating all over the sys¬ 
tem,” Copello told the B.A.R. “I’m 
coming from a job that was closer 
to service delivery and I’m trying 
to apply what I’ve learned in my 
job there. It can be a difficult bal¬ 
ancing act, but I think in the long 
run it will help me serve the peo¬ 
ple I need to serve better.” 

According to Copello, com¬ 
munity-based prevention pro¬ 
grams are changing ways they ad¬ 
dress and quantify long-term be¬ 
havior changes in people at risk 
for HIV. The emphasis is now on 
“investing resources in programs 
that can change behaviors that 
transmit the virus,” instead of 
“programs that more generally 
target - or target specific groups - 
but without the behavior change 
element,” he said. 

“It’s a paradigm shift.” 

‘Minimize the negative’ 

Copello, 37, holds a doctorate 
degree in medical ethics and pub¬ 
lic policy from Vanderbilt Univer¬ 
sity. He was also director of the 
AIDS Project at Vanderbilt, where 


he was a member of the faculty in 
the Department of Medicine for 
five years before he moved to Cal¬ 
ifornia in 1990. He is also cur¬ 
rently co-chair of the California 
LIFE AIDS Lobby board of direc¬ 
tors and past president of the Cal¬ 
ifornia Conference of Local AIDS 
Directors. 

He says he is fully aware of San 
Francisco’s reputation for hard¬ 
ball politics, and hardball AIDS 
funding politics, and offers his 
own perspective about the situa¬ 
tion. 

“The AIDS movement has al¬ 
ways been and will always be po¬ 
litical. I don’t think we are going 
to be able to escape that,” Copello 
told the B.A.R. “It’s a movement 
that started without any govern¬ 
ment support. It started on the 
streets and in the gay bars. It start¬ 
ed in the community. 

“They key is always to make 
sure that we minimize the nega¬ 
tive impact that politics can play. 

“For example, one area I’ve 
been very impressed with since 
I’ve gotten here is the care that’s 
taken in putting together review 


teams to determine who gets con¬ 
tracts, the care that’s taken to de¬ 
termine that conflicts of interest 
are assessed with who gets on 
these committees. 

“I’ve been very impressed with 
that work,” he said. 

Copello says that while politics 
in AIDS funding are a reality, the 
goal must always be effective, effi¬ 
cient, and consumer-driven 
health and prevention services. 
He said that San Francisco AIDS 
health and prevention services are 
generally reaching the popula¬ 
tions needing services, but ac¬ 
knowledged more documentation 
and information is needed in 
some areas. 

“For example with transgen¬ 
ders, we need to collect more in¬ 
formation. We need to be meeting 
with that community more, to 
find out what some of their spe¬ 
cific needs are, so more outreach 
services and programs can be de¬ 
veloped,” he said. 

Critics have long charged that 
the city’s contract compliance 
monitoring is inadequate - citing 
mismanagement in such pro¬ 
grams as Shanti, AIDS Indigent 
Direct Services, and CURAS - 
and although Copello said he has¬ 
n’t spent enough time assessing 
the situation to comment, he said 
the AIDS Office is implementing 
Client Satisfaction Surveys that 
will provide important feedback 
about programs to program plan¬ 
ners and managers. 

“There are a lot of folks in¬ 
volved in the process, a lot of con¬ 
sumers and providers,” he said. 
“Really the only way we can iden¬ 
tify where needs are not met and 
where problems exist is to ask the 
people who are getting the services 
- or the people who aren’t access¬ 
ing the services, to find out why.” 

Also, he said, he would be ac¬ 
cessible to consumers and a visi¬ 
ble presence in the community. “I 
would encourage people with 
concerns to give me a call,” he 
said. “I want to be very open to 
hearing about how the process 
can improve. 

“If there are people in the 
AIDS fields or consumers who 
have ideas about how to make the 
process better, give me a call. I 
want to hear about those recom¬ 
mendations. 

“Our ultimate goal is to pro¬ 
vide good services.” T

The Gladstone Trustees were 
responsible for establishing the 
Gladstone Institute of Cardiovas¬ 
cular Disease and the Gladstone 
Institute of Virology and Im¬ 
munology at UCSF. This affilia¬ 
tion has linked UCSF, SFGH, and 
the Gladstone Institutes as world 
leaders in cardiovascular disease 
and AIDS research. 

The luncheon will recognize 
the contributions of the J. David 
Gladstone Institutes trustees who 
were selected as recipients of the 
1996 UCSF Medal. 

The medal is the university’s 
highest honor to individuals 
from the community who have 
made outstanding contributions 
in the health sciences and whose 
efforts reflect the goals and val¬ 
ues of UCSF. It will be presented 
by Dr. Joseph Martin, UCSF 
chancellor to trustees Richard S.

Walton told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that much of what he will 
be doing in the first months of of¬ 
fice is providing Digital Queers 
with professional organizational 
support and development. 

“From the get-go, I’ll be work¬ 
ing to develop more meaningful 
membership services, build a 
solid funding base, and offer more 
reliable support to organizations 
seeking technology help,” he said 
in a press statement. 

With a $200,000 budget and 
an estimated 1,000 members, the 
three-year-old group is well 
known for its computer “beauty 
makeovers” of non-profit queer 
activist groups around the coun¬ 
try; its fundraising efforts to pro¬ 
vide computer systems, networks, 
and software to groups; and com¬ 
puter training for queer people 
and organizations. 


Walton comes to the job from 
the non-profit Horizons Founda¬ 
tion, a lesbian and gay communi¬ 
ty foundation. He has previously 
served as executive director of 
both the San Francisco Gay Men 
Chorus and Pacific Center For 
Human Growth in Berkeley. 

Walton told the B.A.R. that 
after just two weeks at the helm of 
DQ, he’s “even more enthusiastic 
about the organization and what 
it’s been able to accomplish.” He 
said he would like to see the de¬ 
velopment of a “virtual center” - a 
web site that would link individ¬ 
uals to participating community 
groups - and not just for infor¬ 
mation about events and volun¬ 
teer opportunities, but also for 
services.

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Lobbying pays off for lesbian seniors 


But, they say,'the job isn't done'

A n active letter-writing cam¬ 
paign has paid off for les¬ 
bian activists who were sur¬ 
prised to find several references to 
sexual orientation in the final re¬ 
port of the White House Confer¬ 
ence on Aging (WHCA). 

Last May, San Francisco les¬ 
bian activists Del Martin and 
Phyllis Lyon were told that their 
group “didn’t have enough of a 
track record” to be included in an 
anti-discrimination policy to be 
developed during the conference. 
That didn’t stop Martin and Lyon, 
who continued to push for the in¬ 
clusion of sexual orientation in 
the report. 

Initially, sexual orientation was 
only included in the report’s pre¬ 
amble - and that was the result of 
several months of lobbying for in¬ 
clusion by Martin, Lyon, and 
other activists. 


However, additional lobbying, 
including the letter-writing cam¬ 
paign and a post-conference con¬ 
ference sponsored by the Nation¬ 
al Association of Lesbian and Gay 
Gerontology, resulted in several 
references to sexual orientation in 
the WHCA final report that was 
released in February. 

“We had only expected to get 
sexual orientation in the pream¬ 
ble,” Martin told the B.A.R. “The 
additions to the report are very 
significant.” 

Among the items in the 
WHCA final report are imple¬ 
mentation strategies, including 
funding the establishment of new 
service programs when existing 
service agencies are not effective¬ 
ly serving the needs of senior gays 
and lesbians. 

Additionally, the implementa¬ 
tion strategies encourage district 
attorneys to prosecute cases in 
which sexual orientation discrim¬ 
ination is alleged, and urge the in¬ 


clusion of training programs that 
help educate police, other public 
safety personnel, social service 
professionals, and district attor¬ 
neys about statistics on hate 
crimes perpetuated against les¬ 
bians, gays, and specific racial mi¬ 
norities. 

Other implementation strate¬ 
gies in the report urge support for 
the employment non-discrimina¬ 
tion act, and amending Title VII 
of the Civil Rights Restoration Act 
of 1991 to include lesbians and 
gays as protected classes. 

In an interview last December, 
Lyon tempered her enthusiasm 
for the achievement of sexual ori¬ 
entation being included in the 
preamble, by stating the Republi¬ 
can-led Congress seems intent on 
dismantling all the suggestions 
and programs outlined in the 
final report. 

Reached this week, Martin 
agreed with Lyon’s assessment 
and added the work is not fin¬ 
ished yet. 

“We need to follow through 
and see these things are imple¬ 
mented. The job isn’t done,” Mar¬ 
tin said. 

Martin added that the report is 
sent to the president, every mem¬ 
ber of Congress, and the gover¬ 
nors. The WHCA is only held 
once every ten years. 

Another implementation 
strategy in the report would per¬ 
mit the appointment of unrelated 
persons as guardians when the 
proposed guardian has lived to-

gether with the proposed ward, or 
co-owned their primary residence 
for more than five years just prior 
to guardianship, and require the 
guardianship courts to recognize 
all legally executed advance direc¬ 
tives regarding such matters 
among unrelated persons and do¬ 
mestic partners. 

Martin said she and Lyon were 
two of the three openly lesbian 
delegates at the WHCA. There 


were 2,217 delegates at the con¬ 
ference. 

She added that she and Lyon 
could not have done the work 
without the help of Lisa Ham¬ 
burger, another activist who was 
not a delegate to the conference 
but helped with the lobbying ef¬ 
fort. Hamburger was out of town 
and could not reached for com¬ 
ment regarding the WHCA re¬ 
port. T 


FBI probes CompuServe 
adult programming

T he FBI, acting on a complaint from a so-called Christian 
morals watchdog group, sought Wednesday, May 8 to deter¬ 
mine whether CompuServe Inc. has violated a new law 
against indecency. 

FBI agents said they were attempting to determine whether 
CompuServe’s Entertainment Drive, which contains some adult 
material, violates the Communications Decency Act. The law pro¬ 
hibits offering pornography to online users, especially minors. 

CompuServe, headquartered in Upper Arlington, noted parents 
can now block their children from reaching any adult-oriented con¬ 
tent. Users must use a password to reach certain restricted areas. 

“At this time we are not doing anything,” CompuServe spokes¬ 
woman Daphne Kent told the Columbus Dispatch. “We cooperate 
fully with any law enforcement agency, but we have not had talks 
with [the FBI] at this time.” 

The FBI started the investigation after the Justice Department 
determined a complaint from the American Family Association had 
merit. 

A spokesman said AFA made CompuServe a target because the 
online service is one of the world’s largest such businesses and of¬ 
fers sexually oriented content. 

AFA, based in Tupelo, Missisippi, also objects to CompuServe’s 
MacGlamour Forum, which contains adult pictures and movies. ▼

W elcome to our rumble,” 
said National Gay and 
Lesbian Journalists Asso¬ 
ciation President Steve Cheney, in 
prophetic opening comments to 
“Marching On,” the third annual 
forum of national gay and lesbian 
leaders presented by the Washing¬ 
ton chapter of the NLGJA. The 
Tuesday, May 7 event was broad¬ 
cast live on C-SPAN from the Na¬ 
tional Press Club. 

The eight panelists began with 
brief opening statements. Melin¬ 
da Paras, executive director of the 
National Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force (NGLTF), said we are “at a 
juncture where acceptance is 
reaching an all-time high,” while 
at the same time challenged from 
“the extreme right.” She called on 
the community “to articulate a 
compelling message of fairness 
and compassion” across a broad 
range of social issues. 

Cornelius Baker, interim exec¬ 
utive director of the National As¬ 
sociation of People With AIDS 
(NAPWA), characterized the pe¬ 
riod as one of “hopefulness,” 
largely because of recent intro¬ 
ductions of protease inhibitors 
and other AIDS-related drugs. He 
called for leadership on “what it is 
that we will do for ourselves and 
where we hope to move our peo¬ 
ple.” 

Carl Schmid, president of the 
Washington area Log Cabin Club, 
believed “The real debate on our 
issues is being fought in the Re¬ 
publican Party.” He noted that Re¬ 
publicans control the majority of 
governorships and both houses of 
Congress, and in the face of cutting 
other programs, have increased 
spending for Ryan White AIDS 
programs by 17 percent. He be¬ 
lieved the community “should be 
spending more time educating Re¬ 
publican politicians and families.” 

Sandra Gillis, executive direc¬ 
tor of Parents, Family, and Friends 


He cited his own experience with 
the Million Man March in Octo¬ 
ber where, he said, “We found out 
that when we took the initiative to 
challenge, we were not only re¬ 
spected, we were accepted.” 

Elizabeth Birch, executive di¬ 
rector of the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign, claimed that we have faced 
“a very difficult year but because 
of redoubled lobbying efforts a lot 
of harm was diverted.” She set as 
HRC’s number one goal this year,

Blame the press 

Jeff Levi spoke from the per¬ 
spective of a former community 
leader who is now a member of 
the White House staff working on 
AIDS. He blamed both communi¬ 
ty leaders associated with the 
Clinton campaign and the gay 
press for creating “wildly unreal¬ 
istic expectations about the ca¬ 
pacity and the speed with which 
society and government can 
change.” 

Keith Boykin, executive direc¬ 
tor of the National Black Lesbian 
and Gay Leadership Forum, be¬ 
lieved the community had for too 
long “disregarded legitimate con¬ 
cerns” of people of color. He 
called for building broad coali¬ 
tions across issues of social justice. 


used by the far right to scare peo¬ 
ple. But he saw that impact di¬ 
minishing with openly gay elect¬ 
ed officials serving in nearly half 
the states. “Every time an elected 
official comes out, it destroys the 
stereotypes on which homopho¬ 
bia is based.” 

‘Rightful place’ 

The decorum was then shat¬ 
tered, when LLEGO representa¬ 
tive Carmen Chaves stepped from 
the audience to the podium to 
read a prepared statement. “Lati¬ 
no/Latina leaders have been bla¬ 
tantly excluded,” she charged. “We 
find ourselves again fighting racist 
tactics that keep us from our 
rightful place at the table.” 

LLEGO had been one of the 
other organizations which had 
sought to participate as a member 
of the panel, but the NLGJA orga¬ 
nizers had decided otherwise. 
NLGJA had also not included rep¬ 
resentatives of ACT UP, the 
Lambda Legal Defense and Edu- 


This is an insult.” 

Local Gay and Lesbian Ac¬ 
tivists Alliance President Rick 
Rosendahl exploded from the au¬ 
dience, “You have an opportunity 
to grandstand or participate. 
Don’t say you are invisible when 
you have hijacked this entire 
meeting.” He called it “a conscious 
self-destructive action when peo¬ 
ple who are invited to participate 
would rather make a big dramat¬ 
ic exit.” 

And with that the LLEGO 
group left the room. “I didn’t 
know this was an issue until now,” 
said Baker. “I feel it is a set-up not 
to join.” Others panelists echoed 
those concerns, their discussions 
seemed to wallow about the issue, 
lamenting the limited communi¬ 
cation they have with each other. 

Slowly the conversation began 
to refocus on other concerns. 
“One of my tremendous disap¬ 
pointments, on the inside,” said 
Levi, “has been the very limited 
agenda that the community has 
brought to the federal govern¬ 
ment.” He pushed for it to do 
more. 

Birch spoke on organization. 
“We must Figure out how to act 
like the Teamsters,” she said, refer¬ 
ring to their organizational and 
fundraising skills. 

Not with a bang ... 

“Marching On” came to an 
abrupt end about 15 minutes 
early. At approximately 8:20 p.m. 
a person identifying himself as a 
Washington psychiatrist phoned 
the Press Club to say one of his 
patients was in the audience with 
a bomb. 

Security discussed the call with 
NLGJA’s Cheney and they decid¬ 


ed it was probably a hoax. 

About 20 minutes later a sec¬ 
ond call came in with another 
bomb threat. This time security 
advised evacuation of the build¬ 
ing and the session came to a 
close. 

Police are investigating the in¬ 
cident.

The secret language of 
an AIDS art campaign

T here is a traditional Asian 
belief that a person who 
makes a thousand paper 
cranes, a popular subject of 
Japanese origami craft, will be 
granted a wish or dream. 

A Chicago-based Filipino 
artist, Val Zubiri, has taken this 
tradition and tailored it to launch 
a project based on his wish for an 
AIDS cure. He came up with a 
concept of a paper crane that has 
the red AIDS ribbon hanging 
from its beak. Zubiri says he will 
make a thousand “AIDS cranes,” 
and is encouraging individuals 
and organizations to make thou¬ 
sands more. 

Here in San Francisco, mem¬ 
bers of Tambayan, a social and 
support group of Filipino gay and 
bisexual men, have committed to 
supporting the AIDS crane pro¬ 
ject, as did other Asian AIDS or¬ 
ganizations in the city and in Los 
Angeles. Tambayan is a program 
of the Filipino Task Force on 
AIDS (FTFA). A West Coast con¬ 
ference of HIV/AIDS service 
providers for the Asian and Pacif¬ 
ic Islander communities sched¬ 
uled for July in Seattle is also ex¬ 
pected to drum up support for 
this powerful visual campaign. 

Zubiri also plans to put up ten 
huge installations of his AIDS 
cranes around Chicago - some 


with 15-foot wingspans - as that 
city hosts the Democratic Nation¬ 
al Convention this summer. 

The launching of this project is 
timely. May is “Asian Heritage 
Month” in the United States. 
More importantly, the impact of 
the AIDS epidemic in the Asian 
and Pacific Islander (API) com¬ 
munities is being felt in increas¬ 
ingly alarming proportions. Zu¬ 
biri believes it is time for mem¬ 
bers of API communities to be¬ 
come more active in promoting 


AIDS awareness 
and in advocating 
for increased efforts 
and resources to¬ 
wards an AIDS 
cure. 

In the U.S., the 
Centers for Disease 
Control has report¬ 
ed some 3,265 
AIDS cases among 
APIs. Globally, the 
World Health Orga¬ 
nization (WHO) es¬ 
timates that AIDS 
cases in the Asian continent con¬ 
stitute more than five percent of 
the 6 million cases in the world. 

Actual Asian AIDS cases re¬ 
ported to WHO have dramatical¬ 
ly increased over the last decade - 
from 46 cases in 1986 to 28,630 
cases as of 1995. ▼

Protein found that 
lets HIV invade

P | overnment researchers an¬ 
nounced Thursday, May 9 
till they think they have solved 
a ten-year-old AIDS mystery, 
finding a chemical password that 
lets HIV get inside a human cell. 

A protein nicknamed fusin 
may be the long-sought molecule, 
opening new avenues for develop¬ 
ing drug treatments, not to men¬ 
tion basic understanding, said co¬ 
discover Edward Berger from the 
National Institute of Allergy and 
Infectious Diseases. 

The search began in the 1980s. 
First, scientists found that HIV 
latches onto CD4 cells, but by 
1986 they realized the CD4 recep¬ 
tor alone is not enough for infec¬ 
tion. The virus also needs some 
mysterious cofactor, the chemical 
equivalent of a password, to break 
through the defenses, fuse with 
the cell, and invade its interior. 

As the quest for the cofactor 
dragged on, several candidates 
have been proposed, but none is 
widely accepted. 

In the new issue of the journal 
Science , Berger and colleagues de¬ 
scribe how sensitive new lab tech¬ 
niques and an open-ended ap¬ 
proach convinced them that fusin 
is a cofactor. 

Berger said, in half-teasing 
tones, “I will tell you we are not 
the first to claim we have it. I will 
also tell you that we are the first to 
have it.” 

Dr. Anthony Fauci, director of 
NIAID, said, “There’s no question 
that this is correct.” He called the 
new evidence “very compelling” 
and “pretty clear-cut.” 

Berger’s lab took an open- 
ended approach, starting with a 
chemical “library” that contained 
all the genes of a human cell 
known to be vulnerable to HIV. 
To zero in on the cofactor gene in 
that vast array of genetic materi¬ 
al, Berger’s lab used a fake virus, a 


culture of cells, and a very sensi¬ 
tive test for virus infection. 

He likened the process of nar¬ 
rowing down candidates to “tak¬ 
ing a haystack and dividing it into 
100 bales,” figuring out which one 
probably held the needle, and di¬ 
viding that one into 100 sub¬ 
bales. By working with smaller 
and smaller subdivisions of the 
genetic material, researchers final¬ 
ly found their “needle,” a gene for 
a protein that allowed viral infec¬ 
tion in cells that previously had 
repelled attacks. 

Found, and lost, and 
found 

Fusin, the missing cofactor, 
turned out to come from a gene 
that five other labs had already 
cloned - but set aside as irrelevant 
to their particular purposes. 

“We don’t know what its nor¬ 
mal function is,” Berger said. 

Fusin belongs to a huge group 
of chemicals called G protein- 
coupled receptors. Fusin’s many 
relatives include chemicals play¬ 
ing a role in the light-sensitivity in 
the eye and in the brain’s response 
to opium-like substances. 

What binds to fusin, however, 
is still a mystery. “It’s an orphan 
receptor,” Berger said. “We don’t 
know what its normal function 
is.” 

He has discovered that fusin 
works as a cofactor with a group 
of AIDS viruses called T-cell trop¬ 
ic, which become common in the 
bloodstream about the time an 
infected person starts to develop 
symptoms. Other groups of AIDS 
viruses may have different cofac¬ 
tors, he said. 

Fauci said firmly, “There’s 
more than one [cofactor].” 

The study of cofactors opens a 
new line of investigation for an¬ 
other of the great puzzles of AIDS: 
why a very small number of peo¬ 
ple do not get infected, despite re¬ 
peated exposure to the virus. One 
possible explanation is that they 
have non-working cofactors. ▼

D uring the week of July 5- 11 , 
more that 15,000 AIDS re¬ 
searchers, drug developers, 
AIDS service providers, and ac¬ 
tivists from around the world will 
gather in Vancouver, British Co¬ 
lumbia, for the 11th International 
Conference on AIDS.

sion, though no startling an¬ 
nouncements -are expected. 
“We’ve trained researchers not to 
hold on to important data until 
these large conferences, and that 
is a very good thing,” said Martin 
Delaney of San Francisco’s Project 
Inform. “But this conference 
should provide us with more de¬ 
veloped and mature data regard¬ 
ing the AIDS research headlines 
we’ve all seen during the 
past year.” Delaney is 
one of more than 
100 San Francisco 
Area treatment ac¬ 
tivists and researchers 
attending the conference. 

Among the hoped-for 
data expected at the 
conference will be 
follow-up to the work 
announced by Robert 
Gallo’s lab last De¬ 
cember regarding the three solu¬ 
ble CD8+ cell factors that appear 
to inhibit HIV replication. Rumor 
about this work suggests that the 
discovery may be closer to clinical 
testing than anyone had previous¬ 
ly believed. 

Activists are also looking for 
updated reports from Gallo’s lab 
regarding the use of natural, hor¬ 
monal controls, such as HCG, a 
hormone found at high levels in 
pregnant women, that appears to 
help to control Kaposi’s sarcoma. 
Rumor also suggests it may also 
have a powerful antiviral effect 
against HIV. 

Combo therapy data

The last major data on protease in¬ 
hibitors was presented in January at 
the 3rd Conference on Retroviruses 
and Opportunistic Infections, and 
before the FDA in March; in Van¬ 
couver, activists will be looking for 

six months of additional data 
which hopefully will give 
^ new insight into how best 
J to use these drugs to 
prolong lives. 

Attendees also see 
the conference as an 
opportunity to hear 
from less well-known 
researchers, who do 
not have the same ac¬ 
cess to publicity as 
the larger drug com¬ 
panies and more established sci¬ 
entists. Often, the most creative 
ideas and the first suggestions of 
new possible treatment strategies 
come from these less-famous sci¬ 
entist. 

The Vancouver conference will 
allow the international HIV-af¬ 
fected community to reflect on 
the progress (or lack thereof) 
made since the 10th AIDS confer¬ 
ence in Yokohama, held in 1994. 
While the message from that con¬ 
ference was how little progress in 
AIDS research had been made 
since the previous conference, the 
same message does not seem jus¬ 
tified at this conference for sever¬ 
al reasons. 

For example, in the decade be¬ 
tween the first major internation¬ 
al conference on AIDS and the 
Yokohama conference, only three 
antiviral drugs, all closely related 
nucleoside analogues, had been 
developed and made available: 
AZT, ddC, and ddl. In the two 
years since Yokohama, five new 
compounds, the nucleoside 
analogs d 4T and 3TC and three 
protease inhibitors, have been 
brought to market. The protease 
inhibitors represent an entirely 
new class of drugs that appears far 
more powerful in preventing viral 
replication than previously avail¬ 
able anti-HIV therapies. 

Clinical diagnostic measures 
have also improved. Two years 
ago, Yokohama conference atten¬ 
dees saw some of the first data re¬ 
garding use of viral load testing 
(directly measuring the amount 
of virus in a person’s blood) pre¬ 
sented in a few small studies. 
Today, more than a dozen impor¬ 
tant studies have reported on the 
value of this test, and it is a crucial 
part of the anti-HIV drug testing 
and approval process. Perhaps 
more importantly, it is now wide¬ 
ly used in North America and Eu¬ 
rope to guide the use of treatment 
by doctors and patients. 

Since Yokohama, an entirely 
new picture of HIV dynamics has 
emerged from the labs of Drs. 
David Ho and George Shaw. Sci¬ 
entists now believe that HIV does 
not have a dormant period, but 
instead is constantly replicating 
and constantly being eliminated 
from the body, and constantly but 
slowly destroying the immune 
system. This new understanding 
has given new focus to HIV re¬ 
search and treatment approaches. 

A chance to reflect 

The last two years also have 
seen an increased focus on find¬ 
ing treatment strategies to help 
people with advanced AIDS, with 
many researchers surprised that 
even people with very advanced 
AIDS are able to benefit from ag¬ 


gressive anti-HIV therapy. 

Vancouver will provide a 
chance to reflect on why so little 
progress has been made towards 
development of either preventa¬ 
tive or therapeutic HIV vaccines, 
and why so many of the ap¬ 
proaches discussed in Yokohama 
have turned out to be flops (in¬ 
cluding some approaches now 
being hyped in commercially- 
sponsored clinical trials). Re¬ 
searchers and activists following 
this area are looking to Vancouver 
as a chance to regroup and identi¬ 
fy new vaccine development 
strategies. 

The conference will highlight 
the stark differences between the 
AIDS treatment and care available 
in medically advanced countries 
and that available in the poorest 
countries ravaged by AIDS, such 
as Haiti and many in Africa. In 
many poorer countries, even 
proven effective and inexpensive 
treatments, like Septra prophylax¬ 
is for PCP, are often not widely 
available, and there is essentially 
no access to older anti-viral treat¬ 
ments such as AZT and no access 
at all to the newer anti-virals ex¬ 
cept for the very wealthy. Ques¬ 
tions have also recently arisen re¬ 
garding delays between when 
some drugs, such as the new pro¬ 
tease inhibitors, are available in 
the United States, and when they 
are available in other industrial¬ 
ized countries. 

AIDS activists from around the 
World are planning to make their 
presence felt in Vancouver, in sharp 
contrast to Yokohama, where re¬ 
strictive scholarship policies and 
enormous transportation and 
housing costs kept all but a few ac¬ 
tivists away. In Vancouver, more 
than 20 members of ACT UPs 
Golden Gate and East Bay will join 
with members of ACT UP chapters 
from Philadelphia, New York, Paris, 
and around the world to make sure 
the voices of people with AIDS are 
heard and that important informa¬ 
tion from the conference reaches 
HIV-affected communities. 

Golden Gate members are 
presenting seven different ab¬ 
stracts in Vancouver, and ACT 
UP/Golden Gate is planning, 
with other ACT UPs, actions in¬ 
side and outside the conference to 
focus on the lack of access to 
treatment options due to their 
sometimes exorbitant cost and 
their unavailability at any price in 
many parts of the world. The in¬ 
ternational AIDS activist com¬ 
munity has learned, and will take 
to Vancouver, the lesson that peo¬ 
ple with AIDS must be present 
and heard when scientists, drug 
companies, and government offi¬ 
cials gather to exchange data and 
to make decisions that will affect 
their lives. Different and better 
decisions are made when empow¬ 
ered person with AIDS are sitting 
at the table. T

Volberding, Deeks 
to start AIDS gene 
therapy trial in SF

octors Steven Deeks and 
Paul Volberding, clinical in- 

- vestigators at San Francisco 
General Hospital and UCSF, have 
been given the okay to carry out a 
Phase II clinical trial for a new 
gene therapy for the treatment of 
AIDS. 

Deeks and Volberding will 
carry out the clinical trial in a two- 
center trial, with Doctors Eliza¬ 
beth Connick and Robert Schoo- 
ley, clinical investigators with the 
University of Colorado Health 
Sciences Center. The trial will test 
a commercial approach created by 
the Northern California company 
Cell Genesys, Inc., in which a pa¬ 
tient’s own T-cells will be collect¬ 
ed, genetically modified to recog¬ 
nize and destroy HIV-infected 
cells, and returned to that same 
patient as AIDS gene therapy. 

The trial will evaluate the effi¬ 
cacy of the company’s gene thera¬ 
py in combination with antiviral 
drugs. 

The first proof-of-principle 
trial evaluating Cell Genesys AIDS 
gene therapy is being conducted 
at the National Institute of Aller¬ 
gy and Infectious Diseases under 
Doctors Robert Walker and Clif¬ 
ford Lane. The patient treatment 
phase of this Phase II trial has re¬ 
cently been initiated. The trial in¬ 
volves approximately 40 pairs of 
identical twins in which T-cells 
from the healthy twin are geneti¬ 
cally engineered to recognize and 
destroy HIV-infected cells and 
then given to the twin with HIV- 
infection as a form of AIDS gene 
therapy. Preliminary efficacy re¬ 
sults from both the ongoing trial 
in twins and the new study of in¬ 
dividualized AIDS gene therapy 
could be available before the end 
of this year. 

Cell Genesys is genetically en¬ 
gineering cells of the human im-

mune system to create innovative 
therapies for viral infection, can¬ 
cer and other serious diseases. The 
company has two product devel¬ 
opment pipelines - gene therapy 
and antibody therapy - both of 
which could provide multiple 
product opportunities with sig¬ 
nificant commercial potential. 
The gene therapy program in¬ 
volves using genetically engi¬ 
neered human immune cells as 
therapeutic agents to treat AIDS 
and cancer. The antibody therapy 
program involves using human 
immune proteins as pharmaceu¬ 
tical products to treat inflamma¬ 
tion and cancer. 

AIDS gene therapy is being de¬ 
veloped through a worldwide col¬ 
laboration with Hoechst Marion 
Roussel, and human monoclonal 
antibodies are being developed 
through a joint venture with a 
medical subsidiary of Japan To¬ 
bacco. T

The HIV Research Unit at Kaiser Permanente in San 
Francisco is conducting a study to evaluate the safe¬ 
ty and effectiveness of thalidomide in reducing 
weight loss in patients with HIV wasting syndrome. 

For the first 8 weeks, neither the study participant nor the research staff 
will know whether thalidomide or placebo is being given. After 8 weeks, 
thalidomide is given to each participant for as long as is needed.

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No golden lifeboat

A t last I’m back on Human 
Growth Hormone, al¬ 
though it wasn’t easy. I’ve 
learned a couple of lessons in the 
process, though. While I blame 
my physician’s assistant for screw¬ 
ing up and dropping me off the 
drug for a month, I have to take 
ultimate blame myself: I was try¬ 
ing to pass as a “golden lifeboater” 
when in fact I’m just a budget 
HIVer. 

“Golden lifeboater” is the term 
I use to describe well-heeled 
HIVers, usually men, who al¬ 
though they have the virus also 
have ample resources to challenge 
it. This almost certainly starts off 
with good insurance, is backed up 
by a substantial wad of cash, and 
is topped off by a wealthy and 
supportive family. Everyone who 
goes to one of the City’s massive 
AIDS practices - headlined by a 
famous doctor - is a golden 
lifeboater by virtue of their insur¬ 
ance, which pays for such pricey 
goodies. 

In addition, having cash allows 
you to get around a lot of little de¬ 
lays. Need a viral load? It only 
costs about $ 150. Need a drug but 
can’t get insurance coverage for it 
for a week? Pay for it yourself. 
Want to consult a big name AIDS 
doctor? It costs $500, but it could 
save your life. 

Although some of my envy 
may show through, in general I 
don’t begrudge them a penny. 
Having AIDS is a pretty heavy sit¬ 
uation, and you need everything 
you can get your hands on to deal 
with it. It does bug me that there 
are all these treatments that are 
available only to the wealthy - 
HGH springs to mind - but this is 
clearly not the fault of the golden 
lifeboaters. 


My problem was that I was in 
effect trying to “pass” as a GL. 
When I signed up for HGH I had 
to register with one of the City’s 
12 doctors who distribute it. A 
friend of mine used some of his 
clout to hook me up with a group 
I’ll call the Big AIDS Practice. 
Thus I had my private physician, 
paid for by my mediocre insur¬ 
ance, and also a HGH doctor, paid 
for out of pocket (the HGH itself, 
at $150 a day, was paid for by 
MediCal). 

I saw the Famous AIDS doctor 
once, briefly, and after that was 
seen by a physician’s assistant, 
who I’ll call Georgie. The GL ef¬ 
fect came up immediately. 
Georgie wanted me to take all 
these tests, and had to be gently 
reminded that my lab work was 
being done elsewhere. Even with¬ 
out the tests an office visit usually 
cost me at least $100, sometime 
$200. For someone whose only 
regular income is $565 a month in 
SSI, this is quite a tab. 

Second-class citizen 

More to the point, I felt like a 
second-class citizen whenever I 
went to the posh offices of the Big 
AIDS Practice. All the other pa¬ 
tients were well-groomed sweater 
fags. It’s not that I find their com¬ 
pany disharmonious, it was that I 
felt out of place in my torn jeans. 
Georgie often seemed to have for¬ 
gotten about me, or to deal with 
me as a kind of troublesome nui¬ 
sance. He rarely returned my 
phone calls. I would see him for 
ten minutes, get my latest install¬ 
ment of drug, and pay $150 for 
the privilege. 

Still, I figured that whatever it 
took to get HGH I would do, and 
it seemed churlish to complain 
about a $150 fee when that’s what 
MediCal was paying every single 
day. Still, the second-class treat¬ 


ment I got continued to irritate 
me. 

Then the original three-month 
“trial” of HGH was completed, 
and when I went in for my ap¬ 
pointment, Georgie told me, 
“That’s it! All gone. Been nice 
working with you.” I was stunned. 
I’d assumed I’d be continuing, 
technically a follow-up but 
in practice a way to 
keep otherwise dying 
PWAs on HGH. I 
thought I’d made that 
clear. 

Georgie claimed 
not to know of any 
PWAs on the fol¬ 
low-up. I quick¬ 
ly named a half- 
dozen, including 
two in his practice. He said he’d be 
willing to apply for it on my behalf 
but that it would take a while. I 
stumped out, collecting my bill 
(for $165) on the way. 

At this point I decided to try 
and get hooked up with another 
HGH doctor, and began negotia¬ 
tions that eventually landed me at 
San Francisco General Hospital. 
Then last week I found out from 
SFGH that a fresh batch of HGH 
had just arrived for me - at the 
Big AIDS Practice. I could still get 
my treatment from SFGH, but I’d 
have to go to BAP to pick up my 
drug. 

I didn’t even know, until SFGH 
told me, that BAP had even put in 
for the extension. None of my 
calls had been returned, and some 
of them were fairly frantic (such 
as “Georgie, I’ve lost 25 pounds 
and I’m dying! Please call me 
back.”) I dashed over to BAP for 
what turned out to be the last 
time to claim my prize. 

Malpractice? 

Georgie told me that he could¬ 
n’t give me the drug, that Serono

had given it to him to give to me 
under scientific conditions, and 
that anything else would violate 
that contract. He claimed to have 
no knowledge of my arrange¬ 
ments with SFGH, or with 
Serono. He promised to call 
Serono and Find out if the drug 
could be released to me. Other¬ 
wise, if I wanted it 
(and he knew how 
much I wanted it) I 
would have to go 
through the usual 
lab work with him, 
at the usual costs, 
almost went bal¬ 
listic. Here was 
the drug I need¬ 
ed to save my 
life, sitting there 
in boxes with my name on them, 
and this goofball was trying to 
blackmail me with it! He seemed 
offended by my switching prac¬ 
tices (reading it, correctly, as a 
judgment on his own) and didn’t 
want to accept it. If I wanted this 
HGH I would have to continue 
with him. 

The next morning 1 got a call 
from Georgie, the only time he’d 
ever called back within a day. He 
claimed to have spoken with 
Serono and said that they were 
unaware of any alternate arrange¬ 


ments, and that I would have to 
come in to BAP to get this batch 
of HGH; he concluded by giving 
the number I should call to set up 
an appointment. 

Later that day I got a call from 
SFGH. A Serono rep was visiting 
the BAP that day and would pick 
up the drug from them and bring 
it over to SFGH, where I got it 
later that night. 

It still leaves a lot of questions. 
Did Georgie actually talk to some¬ 
one at Serono, or was that all a lie? 
Did he feel that since his office 
had done the paperwork to get 
the batch of HGH he was entitled 
to the fees I would incur by con¬ 
tinuing with him? Was it simple 
anger? I don’t know, but it sure 
seems like malpractice to me. 

In any event, I feel much more 
at home at SFGH. For one thing, 
they never ask for money. I’ve al¬ 
ready saved at least $150 by going 
there. The waiting room at Ward 
86 is a cross-section of the HIVer 
population, not just the creme de 
la creme. It’s also a lot closer to my 
home, and most of all I don’t get 
the attitude of being a second- 
class citizen. The massive AIDS 
practices may be fine for those 
who can afford them, but us less- 
than-golden lifeboaters need to be 
careful in choosing our doctors. T

“This is an all-volunteer pro¬ 
gram,” Martin said.

eluding San Francisco Supervisor 
Susan Leal have pointed out it 
would be an unprecedented in¬ 
trusion by the federal government 
into marriage laws, which have 
traditionally been the province of 
individual states. 

Extremists' obsessions 

House Speaker Newt Gin¬ 
grich’s openly lesbian sister Can¬ 
dace publicly urged her brother 
Tuesday to stop “congressional 
gay-bashings,” blasting the mar¬ 
riage bill and other measures that 
she said discriminate against 
gays. 

“I am here today to simply call 
upon my brother to stop this con¬ 
gressional gay-bashing, before inr 
tolerance becomes the legacy of 
the 104th Congress,” Gingrich 
told a news conference outside the 
Capitol. “Doesn’t Congress have 
anything better to do? Why are 


they not focusing or the business 
of the nation, instead of the ob¬ 
sessions of a few extremists? 

“I don’t understand how my 
brother could put a gay-bashing 
agenda ahead of issues central to 
the running of the country,” she 
said, adding she had not yet dis¬ 
cussed the issue with the speaker. 

Barr’s legislation is co-spon- 
sored by a small group of Repub¬ 
licans and Democrats in the 
House. The congressman said he 
expects the full House to vote on 
his proposal by the end of the 
year. 

Barr said his bill was prompted 
by a case pending in Hawaii, 
Baehr v. Hawaii , that could pave 
the way for that state to recognize 
same-sex marriages. A state dis¬ 
trict court is expected to rule on 
the matter after a hearing in Au¬ 
gust, and pass the ruling along to 
the state Supreme Court. 

Gay rights activists say that the 
final ruling in the Hawaii case

agenda. 

”It simply reaffirms and makes 
explicit the right of each state not 
to be forced to recognize same-sex 
marriage,” he said. 

Barr said the legislation was 
needed because under the Consti¬ 
tution’s “full faith and credit” 
clause, a ruling in Hawaii could be 
used to override marriage laws in 
the other 49 states. He said any 
state’s recognition of same-sex 
marriage could “open the flood 
gates to federal benefits” current¬ 
ly available to heterosexual mar¬ 
ried couples, including tax credits 
and Social Security. 

Same-sex marriages are not 
recognized anywhere in the Unit¬ 
ed States. Several states have al¬ 
ready passed laws that exempt 
them from recognizing same-sex 
marriages, including Alaska, 
Georgia, Idaho, Kansas, Utah, 
South Dakota, and Oklahoma. ▼

I iscegenation, prostitution, 
voodoo, deformed killers, 
I bestiality — sounds like a 
week’s worth of Jennie Jones topics. 
But, believe it or not, these are some 
of the motifs — leit and otherwise — 
common in American cinema before 
the 1934 Hays Code spoiled the fun.

■ hen Extra Fancy signed with Atlantic Records earlier 

■ this year, it came as no great surprise for fans of this 
CMP heavy-hitting Los Angeles quartet. After all, their inde¬ 
pendently-produced debut CD, Sinnerman, caused quite a buzz 
when it was released last year. Fusing punk with intense hard 
rock, Extra Fancy seemed ripe for mass-market appeal.

|P1 our years ago, this column 
predicted that Gus Van 
Sant and the producers of 
The Mayor of Castro Street, Craig 
Zadan and Neil Meron, would 
never see eye to eye about how to 
make the Harvey Milk biopic 
based on Randy Shilts’ book. 
Not that we’re always right, but 
that one was a no-brainer because 
only a few months earlier the pro¬ 
ducers told this paper’s Warren 
Sonbert that they “didn’t want to 
make a Gus Van Sant picture.” 

Van Sant’s most recent release 
at the time was My Own Private 
Idaho, hardly a mainstream affair, 
but Meron, Zadan and co-pro¬ 
ducer Janet Yang of Oliver 
Stone’s Ixtlan company hired 
him anyway because he was con¬ 
sidered the most high-profile 
openly gay director at the time. 

Those with good memories 
may remember the raucous 1992 
meeting the producers held with 
the SF queer community around 
the time Van Sant signed on. That 
preposterous gathering (our com¬ 
munity’s fault as much, as theirs) 
included mega-whining over 
the prospect of Robin 
Williams as the title charac¬ 
ter and accusations that the 
script would “sani¬ 
tize” Milk’s life for 
mainstream con¬ 
sumption. 

A year later, the 
script was the main 
reason Mr. VS 
made our predic¬ 
tion come true 
about not being able to get along 
with his producers. He split, blast¬ 
ing the timid script on the way 
out the door. Other directors were 
occasionally rumored to be inter¬ 
ested in the project, but things 
have basically been at a standstill 
since he departed in 1993. 

Well, we might have been 
wrong about this whole affair 
after all, if Michael Fleming of 
Variety is to be believed. He re¬ 
ports in his “Buzz” column that 
Van Sant is “completing a rewrite” 
of the Milk script and “might well 
make it his next project.” Seems 
Gus is hot again after To Die For, 
and, according to Yang, “the times 
have changed and, what was 
shocking and daring in the script 
back then is not an issue any¬ 
more.” 

Yoohoo, Janet. “Back then” is 
only three years ago, and main¬ 
stream audiences still boo and 
hiss when two people of the same 
sex hold hands, much less show 
physical intimacy or otherwise 
“signify” their homosexuality. Not 
to mention the campaign for les¬ 
bian and gay equality. (Then 
again, if Ollie Stone was able to 
fashion Richard Nixon into a 
sympathetic film subject, however 
much the director may have ma¬ 
nipulated history, anything’s pos¬ 
sible.) 

We sincerely wish all the par¬ 


ties involved the best of luck. But 
a teeny-weeny problem remains. 
A big-budget film (this one has 
been rumored to be in the $20 
million-plus range) about Harvey 
Milk has got a snowball’s chance 
in hell of making the 
kind of return on in¬ 
vestment a company 
like Warner Bros, re¬ 
quires. Especially if 
Van Sant comes up 
with “something a bit 
edgy,” which is what 
Yang says she and 
Meron and Zadan 
now want. 

“Something a 
bit edgy” was the 
exact opposite of what the latter 
two desired in 1992, when they 
told the B.A.R. they wanted to 
“reach” folks in the boonies. The 
idea of turning Harvey Milk into 
a cinema icon is most appealing, 
but Ixtlan and Storyline (Zadan 
and Meron’s company) might be 
better off making a TV flick, like 
Storyline’s very successful Serving 
in Silence, about lesbian military 
figure Margarethe Cammer- 
meyer. 

But, hey, if they’ve got the 
money to keep preproducing the 
film until all the planets are in 
proper alignment, we say go for it. 
And if Gus walks a second time — 
we admit it, we aren’t able to pre¬ 
dict it flat out — one thing that 
has changed is that the producers 
now could call a few other openly 
gay directors, including Andrew 
Fleming, who’s followed up 
Threesome with the minihit The 
Craft. Stay tuned. 

Bitch fight 

Lest you think Marc Huestis 
and Lawrence Helman do noth¬ 
ing but sit around watching 
Sylvia Miles’ movies, we’re here 
to tell you you’re wrong. Both just 
returned from Los Angeles, where 
they enjoyed enormous success 
with their campy Poseidon Adven¬ 
ture tribute, which brought out 
original cast members Carol Lyn- 


ley and Stella Stevens and a 

host of other Hollywood lumi¬ 
naries. 

Remembering that Stevens was 
the cattiest, most interesting 
member of the Poseidon cast (re¬ 
member those heels?), we asked 
Marc if she had proved at all 
forthcoming where gossip mat¬ 
ters.

Puccini, you are not 

Last week in this column we 
shamelessly chatted up a show 


about to open over at the SOMAR 
Theatre, some sort of rock-music 
confabulation starring a local 
struggling singer-arf/ste. To 
avoid embarrassing the interested 
parties, we won’t mention its title, 
but we will say that the show has 
opened to less than stellar ac¬ 
claim. Apparently on opening 
night, patrons began fleeing 
around the two and a half hour 
mark. In fact, one local scribe 
who’d been assigned to pen some¬ 
thing about this unwieldy behe¬ 
moth refused to do so, claiming it 
“the worst and longest thing I’ve 
ever seen.” 

Well, we’ll hold off on a judg¬ 
ment like that, seeing as we’ve not 
seen the show.

Sylvia Miles, star of stage, screen and Heat

ylvia Miles’ reputation in 
the 1970s was based on 
1 idr three things: her six-minute 
bit as a New York hooker in Mid¬ 
night Cowboy, her peerless ren¬ 
dering of a washed-up, brassy B- 
movie star and game show 


habitue in Paul Morrissey’s Heat , 
and her dumping a plate of 
spaghetti on critic John Simon’s 
head after he penned a particular¬ 
ly nasty review of one of her per¬ 
formances. In the public mind — 
and, according to Miles, some 
casting agents and producers — 
she was a gifted but slightly crazy 
harridan, capable of brilliant per- 
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formances but too volatile to be 
considered for all the roles she was 
obviously well-suited to play. 

Even a cursory look at Miles’ 
total career — along with a recent 
hour-long phone chat from her 
home in New York — reveals the 
actress’ own self-characterization 
as a “disciplined professional per¬ 
son” to be accurate. Miles has en¬ 
joyed a lengthy career in off- 
Broadway theatre and television. 
For the tube, she appeared in dra¬ 
mas like Naked City and Route 66. 
She also turned down the Rose 
Marie role in The Dick Van Dyke 
Show after appearing in the pilot 
episode. Among her early theatri¬ 
cal appearances were The Iceman 
Cometh and the world premiere of 
Genet’s The Balcony, in which an¬ 
other “brassy broad,” Barbra 
Streisand, acted as her dresser. 
Miles’ film career encompasses 
everything from big-budget 
trashy melodramas ( Parrish, 
1961) to genre favorites like Fun- 
house and The Sentinel to classier 
vehicles such as 92 in the Shade, 
Evil Under the Sun, and Farewell 
My Lovely, which earned her the 
second of two Oscar nomina¬ 
tions. She also wrote a one- 
woman show, It’s Me, Sylvia, 
based on a series of autobio¬ 
graphical articles. 

Unlike the self-absorbed vira¬ 
gos of Heat or Midnight Cowboy, 
Miles is an avid student of culture. 
“I’ll spend a whole month doing 
nothing but reading,” she says, cit¬ 
ing recent favorites Edith Whar¬ 
ton and Henry James. She’s al¬ 
most frighteningly articulate, and 
her side of our conversation was a 
full-blown Sylvia Miles perfor¬ 
mance, something she was aware 
of herself and even commented 
on. She has a droll sense of humor 
that constantly emerges and a full, 
gravelly laugh that comes easily, as 
if she’s relaxed with her life. 

$38-a-week career 

Miles was born in New York 
City in 1932. She grew up in 
Greenwich Village. Always attract¬ 
ed to the theatre — though ini¬ 
tially not to performing — she 
studied set design and costuming 
in high school. “I was hired as an 
apprentice to a set designer out in 
Long Island,” she tells me, “and 
one of the actors died and I played 
a 90-year-old man at the age of 
not quite 16 in The Caucasian 
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Chalk Circle. Once I got onstage, 
that was it. I’d found my home.” 

Home has always been New 
York. “I was an off-Broadway ac¬ 
tress in the ’60s and it was while I 
was in rehearsal for The Balcony 
that I got my first film, Murder, 
IncF The splashy-trashy Universal 
melodrama Parrish, in which 
Miles plays a sexy tobacco-picker, 
was her second film role, but re¬ 
leased first. 

Miles is quite forthcoming 
about the famous pilot for The 
Dick Van Dyke Show. “If you see 
the pilot, you see that Rose Marie 
did my characterization,” says 
Miles. “I was the only one who 
was offered the part. Danny 
Thomas wanted me, desperately. I 
was doing The Balcony at the Cir¬ 
cle in the Square Theater and I 
had lunch with my father, and I 
said, ‘Daddy, they want me.’ And 
he said, ‘What are you going to 


do?’ And I said, ‘I’m going to have 
an important career in the the¬ 
ater.’ He said,‘You’re making $38 a 
week. What’s an important career 
in the theater?”’ 

So ’real’ 

It’s a long leap from Dick Van 
Dyke to Andy Warhol, but I had 
to ask, knowing that Miles is sen¬ 
sitive about being called a 
“Warhol actress,” and with good 
reason since she’s only made one 
Warhol movie (actually it was 
Paul Morrissey’s). “People have a 
way of writing their own history 
and reshaping history,” Miles re¬ 
lates. “But when it involves me, I 
like to keep the record straight. A 
lot of people in the industry think 
I was a ‘Warhol actress.’ Every five 
years there’s a whole new genera¬ 
tion and they’re less informed.” 

I suggest that her continued 
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Slapstick realist 

A Arts cover 

Warhol belong, for the most part, 
to Morrissey, who wrote, pro¬ 
duced, and directed these films 
while Warhol contributed no more 
than his name above the title. 

Morrissey, who was born in 
Manhattan in 1938, was making 
films before he stumbled into the 
Factory. His early efforts were a 
combination of anti-narrative ex¬ 
perimentation and camp. Civi¬ 
lization and Its Discontent (1962), 
which featured “a hood in a pea 
jacket strangling a fat albino,” 
among other things, has been de¬ 
scribed as “slapstick neorealism.” 
In Mary Martin Does It (1962), a 
bag lady throws a murderess 
under a large street sweeper. A few 
years later, Morrissey was “collab¬ 
orating” with Warhol on equally 
innovative and bizarre films like 
My Hustler (1965) and The 
Chelsea Girls (1966). 

Warhol’s “invisible artist” per¬ 
sona may have influenced Morris¬ 
sey in his decision to find strong 
personalities and let the camera 
run on them, with far less inter¬ 
vention than a filmmaker usually 
applies. Not that the films aren’t 
scripted, but Morrissey’s faith in 
his performers, his reluctance to 
assume a godlike position of direc¬ 
torial control, always takes prece¬ 
dence over his desire for narrative 
coherence. His combination of 
trust in the actors, fascination with 
urban subcultures, and extremely 
flexible, improvisation-laced 
scripts, gives a feeling of freshness 
and power even when scenes run 
past their dramatic point or tech¬ 
nical mistakes intrude. 

Drag queens, fag hags, 
vampires 

Morrissey’s films invariably fea¬ 
ture powerful, shrill, unassimilable 
personalities starving for self-ex¬ 
pression — disillusioned drag 
queens, churlish fag hags, washed- 
up B-movie actresses, frustrated 
queen vampires. (It’s hardly coin¬ 
cidence that this also describes 
most of the “superstars” of the Fac¬ 
tory— one of Warhol’s legacies to 
Morrissey.) Alongside these female 
or female-coded types is a balanc¬ 
ing, usually passive, of a beautiful 
butch male. In Mixed Blood (1984) 
it’s the semi-moronic gang leader 
Thiago, too dumb to realize he’s 
being manipulated by his domi¬ 
neering mother. The ultimate rep¬ 
resentation of this type, and an 
icon of gay culture from Flesh, 
Trash, and Heat, is hero-hustler- 
superstud Joe Dallesandro. 

The loose, often episodic dra¬ 
mas these characters find them¬ 
selves in often have obvious roots 
in the actors’ own lives. In Heat 
(1971), Joe Dallesandro’s role as 
“Joey Davis,” a washed-up TV 
child actor from The Big Ranch, 
works in part because he is the 
kind of Hollywood fringe charac¬ 
ter the film describes, intensely ap¬ 
pealing but too trashy to make it 
even in trash-loving Hollywood. 
In Trash (1970), “Holly” (transves¬ 
tite Holly Woodlawn) is as tough, 
resourceful and smashed down as 
she was in real life. Like many of 
Morrissey’s characters, these ac¬ 
tors use their real names, or a close 
variant, pushing realism into the 
fictional frame. 

Morrissey’s absurdist bent is 
sometimes tempered with a sur¬ 
prising poignancy, as in Holly’s 
beer-bottle masturbation scene 
from Trash, or in Flesh (1968), 
when the naked, sleepy Joe is ex¬ 
cluded from his wife’s newfound 
lesbian relationship. Sometimes 
Morrissey is only absurdist — 
which is good enough in films like 
the hysterical Blood for Dracula 
(1973), with Udo Kier’s endless 
frustration at being duped into 



thinking he’s drinking virgin 
blood, only to find himself puking 
his guts over the toilet. From this 
film comes the immortal line, “The 
blood of these virgins [ pro¬ 
nounced “wirgins”) is killing me!” 
(Blood for Dracula is also notewor¬ 
thy for Joe Dallesandro’s bitchy 
Marxist handyman, who alternate¬ 
ly screws the daughters of the 
house while upbraiding them in 
Brooklynese for their bourgeois at¬ 
titudes. He calls them “tramps” 
and “dopes” and expresses shock 
that they’ve never heard of the 
Russian Revolution.) Heat, a comic 
rip-off of Sunset Boulevard, fea¬ 
tures another frustrated character, 
a wealthy B-movie slut (played vig¬ 
orously by Sylvia Miles) cursed 
with a crazy daughter, a sagging ca¬ 
reer, and a faithless gigolo. 

The rarely-screened Women in 
Revolt { 1971) brutally satirizes 
women’s liberation with a sort of 
Valley of the Dolls update played by 
drag queens Holly Woodlawn, 
Candy Darling, and Jackie Curtis. 
The trio forms a group called 
P.I.G.S. (Politically Involved Girls). 
Jackie starts out as a fund-raiser 
and ends up hiring male prosti¬ 
tutes and becoming just another 
mad housewife. Candy, a socialite, 
screws her way to the bottom of 
Hollywood, ending up in sex¬ 
ploitation films like Blonde on a 


Bum Trip. And Holly becomes a 
Bowery drunk. Morrissey’s cam¬ 
era stands back while these three 
intense personalities — backed up 
by an army of demented, parallel- 
universe types — go at it. 

Drug addicts 

Morrissey’s fascination with 
the extremes of human personali¬ 
ty isn’t limited to drag queens, as 
another major type consistently 
seen in his film is the drug addict. 
Mixed Blood shows with acute ac¬ 


curacy the petty details of drug 
addiction, from the endless queues 
“waiting for the man” to the grim 
particulars of needle injection. 
This is one of Morrissey’s special¬ 
ties — the fine details of a seem¬ 
ingly alien subculture, whether it’s 
the hustlers of Flesh and Trash, a 
fading European dynasty in Blood 
for Dracula, or the kiddie Brazilian 
drug gangs of Mixed Blood. 

After the “Warhol period” 
ended in 1973 with Blood for 
Dracula, Morrissey attempted 


more commercial projects: Spike 
of Bensonhurst, Forty Deuce, 
Beethoven's Nephew and the ultra- 
rare Madame Wang's. The failure 
of these films may indicate his in¬ 
ability to interest the culture in his 
personal concerns outside the safe 
realm of camp. 

Perhaps the most bizarre as¬ 
pect of Morrissey, probably irrele¬ 
vant to the brilliance of the films, 
is his political profile. Yes, the 
maker of Trash, Flesh, and Heat is 
a right-wing, reactionary, Catholic 
Republican! Writer Maurice Ya- 
cowar has quoted him as follows: 
“Without institutionalized reli¬ 
gion, a society can’t exist. All the 
sensible values of a solid education 
and a moral foundation have been 
flushed down the liberal toilet in 
order to sell sex, drugs, and rock 
and roll.” Whew! Since it’s impos¬ 
sible to reconcile these knuckle¬ 
headed views with Morrissey’s 
unique body of work (which 
could never have been made in the 
kind of fascist theocracy he seems 
to desire), I mention it merely for 
the convenience of completists. ▼

Valerie Solanas' SCU M Manifesto: screed for the ages 



Valerie Solanas: "Absorbing culture is a desperate, frantic attempt to 
groove in an ungroovy world."

n the 1960s, bookstore shelves 
yielded more provocative 
reads than today. New Age was 
still new and hadn’t yet cluttered 
up — and confused — the public 
mind. “Leisure/lifestyle” trash — 
everything from specialty cook¬ 
books to navel-gazing, psychoba¬ 
bble epics — had not quite taken 
that first historic step, and books 
from Lyle Stuart, Grove Press and 
other “high class pornographers” 
could be found right next to 
Spock’s Baby and Child Care and 
the latest novel by James Michen- 
er. I remember scanning the new 
arrivals at a Cincinnati bookstore 
in 1968. Next to Spock’s classic I 
noticed a very small paperback 
with what looked like 25 pictures 
of a scowling dark-haired woman 
in a cap. This was my first en¬ 
counter with Valerie Solanas’ 
SCUM Manifesto. 

I thumbed through it, but was 
turned off by Vivian Gornick’s in¬ 
troduction, which sounded like 
stale bourgeois feminism, apolo¬ 
gizing in advance for what was 
obviously some kind of extreme 
rhetoric. But the first sentence 
(also the first paragraph) of the 
actual text of Solanas’ already no¬ 
torious diatribe knocked me out: 
“Life in this society being at best 
an utter bore and no aspect of so¬ 
ciety being at all relevant to 
women, there remains to civic- 


minded, responsible, thrill-seek¬ 
ing females only to overthrow the 
government, eliminate the money 
system, institute complete au¬ 
tomation, and destroy the male 
sex.” Here at last was a sensibility I 
could respect! Over the next few 
years I bought many copies to dis¬ 
tribute to friends and family. 

It was hard to know whether to 
take Solanas’ group SCUM (Soci¬ 
ety for Cutting Up Men) serious¬ 
ly. Even by the age of 18 I had had 
enough trouble myself with men 
to endorse at least to some extent 


“their” extermination. The point 
was that Solanas’ criticisms of 
male-dominated capitalist society 
were so brilliantly expressed that 
they couldn’t be dismissed out of 
hand. While I wasn’t personally 
ready to act on the author’s in¬ 
struction to stand before a group 
of her “civic-minded, thrill-seek¬ 
ing females” and declare, “I am a 
turd ... a lowly, abject turd,” I did 
find myself reading and re-read¬ 
ing her manifesto and spreading 
in a small way her gospel. 

Deficiency disease 

Solanas’ primary target was 
men and the havoc a patriarchal 
society wreaks on its inhabitants. 
To her, “maleness is a deficiency 
disease and males are emotional 
cripples.” Male deficiency is their 
lack of “femaleness,” she says. This 
leads to such dire consequences as 
War (“Since he has no compas¬ 
sion or ability to empathize ... 
proving his manhood is worth an 
endless amount of mutilation and 
suffering and an endless number 
of lives, including his own ...”) 
and Money (“There is no human 
reason for money or for anyone to 
work more than two or three 
hours a week at the very most.”). 
Solanas is especially contemptu¬ 
ous of the triple horror, Niceness, 
Politeness and Dignity: “ ... having 
a crudely constructed nervous 
system that is easily upset by the 
least display of emotion or feeling, 
the male tries to enforce a ‘social’ 
code that ensures a perfect bland¬ 
ness.” 

_ “Great art” and “culture” are 


two male creations that work 
Solanas’ nerves: “Absorbing ‘cul¬ 
ture’ is a desperate, frantic at¬ 
tempt to groove in an ungroovy 
world, to escape the horror of a 
sterile, mindless existence. They 
can.pride themselves on the abili¬ 
ty to see a jewel where there is a 
turd.” Anyone who’s ever fallen 
asleep at a museum or art gallery 
will appreciate this sentiment. 

Racism, in Solanas’ view, is 
also the product of male insecuri¬ 
ty: “The male needs scapegoats 
onto whom he can project his fail- 
-• ings ... the various discrimina- 
| tions have the practical advantage 
of substantially increasing the 
pussy pool available to the men 
on top.” 

And what about us poor 
queers? Does she spare us? Well, 
not exactly. We “shimmering, 
flaming” faggots can be in the 
Men’s Auxiliary of SCUM! After 
most men are killed, the few who 
remain can spend their last days 
“dropped out on drugs or strut¬ 
ting around in drag or passively 
watching the high-powered fe¬ 
male in action, fulfilling them¬ 
selves as spectators ... or they can 
go off to the nearest friendly sui¬ 
cide center where they will be qui¬ 
etly, quickly and painlessly gassed 
to death.” 

SCUM Manifesto is based on 
an elaborate gender jumble. There 
are males, females, male-females, 
and female-males. How much of 
this sex-role Tilt-a-Whirl came 
out of dispassionate, analytical 
thought and how much out of 
Solanas’ apparently tortured up¬ 
bringing and mental “imbalance” 
is open to discussion. The mani¬ 
festo contains insights that appear 
to be clearly based on personal 
history, particularly in her ex¬ 
tended diatribe against the cult of 
Daddy: “By being distant and 
aloof, he is able to remain un¬ 
known, mysterious, and, thereby, 
to inspire fear (‘respect’).” Any se¬ 
rious discussion of Solanas will 
unfortunately probably never take 
place, since SCUM is merely an 
historical footnote to the author’s 
shooting of Andy Warhol. Even in 
death — 1989, of pneumonia, in 
San Francisco — Solanas can’t es¬ 
cape the “paw” of that “half-dead, 
unresponsive lump” known as 
Man! ▼

Warhol and Solanas make history 
in I Shot Andy Warhol

Shot Andy Warhol , the latest 

film from producers Christine 
iS Vachon and Tom Kalin, is a 
remarkable evocation of the 
world of Andy Warhol’s Factory 
in swinging ’60s Manhattan. In 
the same way that Oliver Stone’s 
The Doors forced us to view that 
most turbulent of decades under 
a new (and crud-encrusted) light 
bulb, director Mary Harron illu¬ 
minates the cooler-than-cool 
Warhol world and, in so doing, 
suggests nobody was home. The 
scenario is viewed, however, from 
the outside in, through the eyes 
of a misfit. 

Although physically a bit too 
round to embody the cadaverous 
Andy, Jared Harris (son of Richard 
Harris) perfectly duplicates the 
artist’s unfocused persona and 
simple-minded speech patterns. 
Harron’s film is not about Warhol, 
however, who does little more 
than float in and out of the life of 
radical feminist Valerie Solanas. 

As played by the amazing Lili 
Taylor, Solanas is an in-your-face 
New York bull dyke who won’t 
take “no” for an answer when 
Warhol demonstrates only vague 
interest in her career as an aspir¬ 
ing playwright. 

The author of S.C. U.M. Mani¬ 
festo (Society for Cutting Up Men) 
and a self-proclaimed revolution¬ 
ary, she is seeking a way out of her 
life as a street hustler and (hetero¬ 
sexual) prostitute. At turns fasci¬ 
nated and repulsed with the 
Warhol scene, she allows the view¬ 
er to observe Warhol’s Factory as 
a Felliniesque tableau of sex, 
drugs, rock ’n’ roll and art. 

The Solanas character is rivet¬ 
ing in her relentlessness and mis¬ 
guided earnestness, and Taylor 
manages almost to carry the 
movie, unlikely protagonist that 
she is. But in spite of her perfor¬ 
mance, the viewer ultimately 
comes away from the film with a 
feeling — as vague as Warhol’s 
personality — that the core of the 
screenplay is hollow. Because the 
shooting comes in the very first

scene, the playing out of the at¬ 
tack itself in the final reel is anti- 
climactic. And, in spite of her 
pluck, what we feel for Solanas 
falls far short of empathy. 

Although the film lacks focus, 
there are reasons to see I Shot 
Andy Warhol. Besides the evoca¬ 
tive ’60s sets by Therese DePrez, 
an eccentric and intriguing 
soundtrack by John Cale revives 
Everybody’s Favorite Decade in 
both old and new versions of 
everything from “Grazing in the 
Grass” to “Season of the Witch.” 
The featured performances in¬ 
clude one by Stephen Dorff as 


breathless drag queen Candy Dar¬ 
ling that will knock your socks off, 
and watch also for Raquel Welch’s 
daughter Tahnee as gorgeous “su¬ 
perstar” Viva. T

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that he and I would be a great 
combination,” Miles affirms. “I 
knew we’d make fireworks togeth¬ 
er. Not because I personally was 
that attracted to him, I just 
thought the combination of his 
silent kind of stumbling awkward¬ 
ness with my kind of savvy stu¬ 
pidity would be perfect. I had that 
kind of strength as a ‘victim’ that 
he wouldn’t come off as a villain.” 

We’re all cons 

Miles has fond memories of 
working in the trenches of generic 
horror — almost obligatory for 
older actresses since the ’60s. 
“Michael Winner called me in for 
The Sentinel ,” she recalls. “I want¬ 
ed to play the real-estate agent and 
he said, ‘I’d rather you play this.’ 
‘Yeah, but that’s a mad, dead, 
crazed, German, zombie lesbian 
ballet dancer!’ He said, ‘Well, any¬ 
body could play the real-estate 
agent.’” Miles’ daring is evident in 
scenes where she sits around naked 
in a hallway smearing blood all 
over herself. This film and Fun- 
house inspired a new generation of 
fans who know nothing about Heat 
and Midnight Cowboy. Miles says 
she meets them at “rock concerts.” 

When the subject of Miles as 
icon comes up, the actress bristles. 
“I just did this fashion show — 
Six on Seventh,” she purrs. “They 
used real people, as opposed to 
models. Ellen Burstyn, Betty 
Buckley, Tama Janowitz. They de¬ 
scribed everybody — ‘the actress 
Ellen Burstyn,’ ‘the diva Betty 
Buckley,’ and then ‘Sylvia Miles — 
icon!’ I con, you con, we all con!” 

About American culture today, 
Miles is unequivocal. “Pretty 
frightening. Frightening because 
we used to hail, encourage and 
celebrate individuality. And now 
— I’m an icon. I’m a reluctant

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association with the Warhol camp 
verite style might be because her 
performance in Heat felt so “real.” 
“That’s the same thing that hap¬ 
pened in Midnight Cowboy,” she 
says. “Maureen Stapleton told me 
that Julie Harris and she were 
talking and Maureen said to Julie, 
‘Isn’t that amazing? They went 
out and found a hooker and put 
her in this movie!’ Julie said, 
‘That’s not a hooker, that’s Sylvia 
Miles! She’s been around off- 
Broadway for years.’” 

A question about whether 
Heat was scripted or improvised 
triggers a monologue on acting 
style. “There was no script. I did¬ 


n’t write it, I made it up,” Miles 
says emphatically. “I don’t want to 
sound pretentious, but I don’t 
consider that improvising, just 
like I’m not improvising now. I’m 
just creating it, making it up as I 
go along, which is what life is, be¬ 
havior is. Most good actors can’t 
really do that. They hump and 
they frump because they’re ‘im¬ 
provising,’ but if you’re in a given 
situation, you’re not improvising, 
you’re behaving” When I suggest 
that this comes from a feeling of 
empathy for the character, she 
says, “It’s more than having a feel¬ 
ing for the role. I created her. I had 
a history, evil ex-husbands and a 
rotten daughter.” 

And how was “behaving” with 
Joe Dallesandro? “When I laid eyes 
on Joe, when I saw Trash, I knew 
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icon! I don’t want to be put on a 
shelf and pointed to! I’m not the 
Statue of Liberty.” 

Naturally, this writer can’t re¬ 
sist asking about the famous John 
Simon incident. “Would you be¬ 
lieve that happened in 1973 and 
this is 1996 and they talk about it 
like it was yesterday!” Miles says 
she and Simon laugh about it 
today. “But,” she adds, “I think it’s 
prevented me from getting work 


in the theater all these years. I sel¬ 
dom get to read for plays these 
days. [Producers and casting 
agents] probably think I’m likely 
to do something incorrigible. And 
I’m really such a disciplined pro¬ 
fessional person.”

Heat: sexual 
delusion in Lala land

■ n Paul Morris- 
8 sey’s Heat, a 
8 smutty and often 
hilarious reworking 
of Sunset Boulevard, 

Sylvia Miles plays 
Sally Todd, a 
washed-up, much- 
married, fortyish ac¬ 
tress whose current 
work consists main¬ 
ly of TV game show 
appearances. Andrea 
Feldman plays her 
daughter, Jessica, a 
mentally unstable 
lesbian living in a 
low-rent LA apart¬ 
ment with a girl¬ 
friend who beats 
her. When mother and daughter get together it’s only to bicker 
about money or Jessica’s sexual orientation. (Sally fears being la¬ 
beled a lesbian by association in a Hollywood gossip column.) 

The plot is set in motion when a gorgeous, struggling actor, Joey 
Davis (Joe Dallesandro), moves into Jessica’s apartment building. It 
turns out that he’s the former child of a TV western, The Big Ranch, 
on which Sally once guest-starred. Once the two get reacquainted, it’s 
not long before they’re screwing in nearly every comer of Sally’s 36- 
room mansion. He’s just using her for her show business connections, 
but poor, deluded Sally think she’s found husband number five. 

It’s unfortunate Dallesandro gets so much screen time in Heat. 
He doesn’t say much in the movie, and he doesn’t do much either, 
besides strip out of his T-shirt and bell-bottoms at every given op¬ 
portunity. He’s beautiful, but he’s a cipher. The film’s real heat is 
provided by Miles and Feldman. 

Frowzy Miles, often wearing just a skimpy bathing suit or noth¬ 
ing at all, carries herself with the same kind of sexual assuredness 
she displayed in Midnight Cowboy. Yet she also lets us see some of 
the insecurities that a middle-aged woman involved with a younger 
man might have. There’s a funny, if poignant, moment in the movie 
when, right in the middle of a furious fuck, she suddenly asks Joe, 
“Do you like me? Do you think I look all right?” 

Feldman is equally magnetic. Her voice, which stretches vowels 
and turns guttural every few lines, is one of the strangest in screen 
history. She also possesses a crazed laugh that often erupts for no 
reason. The actress, who committed suicide the year Heat was re¬ 
leased (1971), seems so thoroughly unhinged in every frame of this 
film she proves both fascinating and unsettling to watch. 

Imagine a porn movie crossed with a series of very funny actor’s 
workshop improvs and you’ll have something resembling Heat. It’s 
Paul Morrissey’s best film, and one not to be missed. T 
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Dirty laundry

al Yen, Norma Shearers sexy vehi¬ 
cle A Free Soul, Mamoulian’s un 
even Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde, and 
Michael Curtiz’s breezy The Mys¬ 
tery of the Wax Museum. But there 
are some knockout rarities that 
will excite even jaded cineastes, 
among them Downstairs, a vicious 
class melodrama; Black Moon, an 
ambitious programmer about 
racial payback; Babyface, a brief 
(66 minutes), wrenching ride on 
the sex ’n’ class roller coaster; 
James Whale’s rarely screened Wa¬ 
terloo Bridge; and Clara Bow in 
Call Her Savage. 

Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde (1932) 
has a reputation for its superior 
special effects, and they remain ef¬ 
fective today. But Rouben 
Mamoulian’s direction is self-con¬ 
sciously florid, with pointless 
tracking shots and pretentious, 
arty compositions. On the other 
hand, Hyde’s lust for a prostitute 
resonates with deviance, given his 
apelike face. This quasi-misce¬ 
genation motif is more fully de¬ 
veloped in Columbia Picture’s 
Black Moon (1933) and The Bitter 
Tea of General Yen (1932). The lat¬ 
ter is most notable for its gor¬ 
geous diffuse lighting, a la Stern¬ 
berg, and for Stanwyck’s typically 
tough performance as a white 
woman trying to outwit a brilliant 
arid seductive “yellow warlord.” 
Most of the action of Black Moon 
takes place on the Caribbean is¬ 
land of San Christophe, where a 
tiny group of whites whose fami¬ 
ly has ruled the island and its 
black slave population for 200 
years is threatened with revolt. In 
spite of some period black stereo¬ 
typing, this film has a rough and 
very modern political undercur¬ 
rent, made explicit by the niece of 
the white landowner (Dorothy 
Burgess). What appears to be a 
typical “white-woman-lured- 
into-jungle-madness” motif has a 
surprising punch. This white 
woman is secretly a voodoo 
priestess who hates the exploita¬ 
tion of her black friends. When 
her uncle complains about the na¬ 
tives, she counters, “He’s afraid.... 
of natives he’s whipped and 
killed!” Black Moon benefits from 
a rare exploration of the coloniza¬ 
tion of Third World countries and 
the pleasures of revenge. 

Zoophilic tryst 

On a lighter note (maybe not) 
is Call Her Savage (1932). Clara 
Bow plays a beautiful tomboy 
whose joie de vivre leads her into 
violent tussles with anybody who 
threatens her fun. In one of the 
most outrageous scenes in cine¬ 
ma, she suggestively wrestles with 
a Great Dane much larger than 
her. She’s eventually trapped 
under the dog until her father sees 
her. This film has gained some re¬ 
cent notoriety with a clip in The 
Celluloid Closet. Bow and a date 
go into what’s billed as a hangout 
for “wild poets and anarchists.” 
The first thing they see is two 
prancing queen waiters who 
amuse the dissolute crowd with a 
wildly effeminate routine. 

The Stanwyck vehicle Baby 
Face (1933) makes a nice contrast 
to Call Her Savage. Stanwyck is 
the antithesis of Bow, always re¬ 
pressing her enormous energy 
where Bow unleashes it. In Baby- 
face, made for Warner Bros., Stan¬ 
wyck is forced into whoredom by 
her father. When the distillery 
under his speakeasy explodes and 
kills him, she takes off for the big 
city and screws her way to the top 
of a major bank. “Babyface” is re¬ 
freshingly broad-minded; she 
doesn’t discriminate between 
obese clerks, sexy accountants 
(John Wayne for one) and mum-

mified Captains of Industry. Her 
equal treatment of her black maid 
is a refreshing touch not uncom¬ 
mon in these prole programmers. 

Another Warner’s mini-mas¬ 
terpiece is Mervyn LeRoy’s Three 
on a Match (1932), an early Bette 
Davis vehicle notable for the pres¬ 
ence of the unsung Ann Dvorak 
as a sex-crazed, class-fallen drug 
addict. The gorgeous Dvorak is 
one of the least maternal mothers 
in the pre-Code canon ( Black 
Moon's Dorothy Burgess runs a 
close second), openly making love 
to Lyle Talbot and staggering 
around drunk and coked-out in 
front of her kid. 

Joining Stanwyck and Dvorak 
in the Slattern Hall of Fame is Ca¬ 
role Lombard in the strangely-ti¬ 
tled, 1932 flick Virtue — strange 
because this is one of the most 
cynical and hard-boiled of the 
pre-Code prostitution films. 
Lombard’s attempts to leave “the 
life” for the more respectable one 
of a cabbie’s wife are thwarted 
when she is framed for murder. 

Queen of the lot 

A few steps up the ladder is 
Norma Shearer, MGM’s “Queen 
of the Lot.” Shearer was the ulti¬ 
mate sophisticated modern 
woman, rarely impoverished like 
Stanwyck or Dvorak and surely 
never as perverse as Bow. When 
high-society Shearer flirts with 
trashy gangster Clark Gable in A 
Free Soul (1931), the audience 
could feel the thrilling terror of 
class boundaries collapsing on top 
of them. Director Clarence Brown 
exploits this in lingering scenes of 
sexual surrender, particularly one 
in which the camera remains over- 
long on her lying on a divan with 
Gable hovering anxiously above. 
In a shot redolent with lust, she 
holds out her arms and says, 
“Come on ... put ’em around me.” 

Gay director James Whale 
mocked hetero institutions like 
marriage and religion in The 
Bride of Frankenstein, but in Wa¬ 
terloo Bridge (1931) he breathes 
bitter life into the hopeless ro¬ 
mance between a chorus girl 
forced into prostitution and a lov¬ 
ing, upright soldier from a 
wealthy family. Mae Clarke shows 
unexpected power in her nervous 
portrayal of the tortured Myra. 

Class warfare was a constant 
theme during this time, and 
nowhere more intelligently ex¬ 
pressed than in Downstairs 
(1932). What appears in the first 
minutes as an aimless comedy of 
manners becomes a striking study 
in exploitation, as conniving 
chauffeur John Gilbert screws his 
way through a wealthy household. 
Gilbert is brilliant as the consum¬ 
mate opportunist, fucking his 
boss’ wife and a cook twice his 
age, cuckolding his friend, and 
blackmailing the mistress of the 
house. His degradation of the el¬ 
derly cook — reinforced by racy 


shots of her watching naked from 
a bathtub as he courts another 
woman — is almost painful to 
watch. The actor’s decline in 
bankability was certainly helped 
along by his portrayal of an unre¬ 
pentant bastard, and it parallels 
the decline of the pre-Code ethos. 
By 1934, with the imposition of 
the Hays Code, unhappy endings 
like the one in Downstairs — a 
smiling Gilbert is again hired by 
an unsuspecting rich woman — 
were increasingly rare until a 
decade later, when film noir ar¬ 
rived to fill the void. ▼

“Imitating Angels.” During a re¬ 
cent phone call from the Atlantic 
offices in L.A., I had the opportu¬ 
nity to chat with both Grillo and 
drummer Derek O’Brien about 
their burgeoning success. 

Adrian Roberts: A few years ago, 

1 read an article where an A&R 
person was quoted as saying that 
no major label would ever sign an 
artist who was HIV-positive. And 
now here you are. 

Brian: People see me on stage and 
I’m healthy and strong and work¬ 
ing my ass off with this band, and 
it sort of negates the whole thing 
that people who are HIV-positive 
are sick. But it was scary at first. I 
didn’t have much of a problem 
coming out as gay, but coming 
out as HIV-positive... 

It’s like, what if they start 
putting chain-link fences up in 
front of the stage or whatever? A 
lot of people are still horrified of 
it. They don’t understand. But I’m 
out about it because I feel that in 
the arena of rock ‘n’ roll, this is 
something nobody has touched. 

Did Atlantic Records know about 
your HIV status before you got 
signed? 

Brian: It just happened that Out 
magazine [with an article that re¬ 
vealed Brian's HIV status] came 
out a week before we met with Jo- 
lene Cherry, the head of the West 
Coast Division. We gave it to her 


and said, ‘Here, read this.’ It was 
like, ‘Here it is, it’s in your face, if 
you can deal with it then we’ll 
work our asses for you, we’ll be a 
great band. And if you can’t, we 
know where the door is.’ And she 
took us in her office and said, 
‘Dude, you’re going to have to get 
a really thick skin, because you’re 
up against a lot of shit for what 
you’re doing.’ But I think it made 
them want us even more. I mean, 
isn’t that what rock‘n’ roll is about 
anyway? 

Well, rock 'n' roll has always 
been based on subversion. I know 
it probably sounds crass and ex¬ 
ploitative to say this, but do you 
think your HIV status makes 
Extra Fancy seem even more sub¬ 
versive? 

Derek: It sounds really cliche to say 
the phrase, “living on the edge,” 
but realisically, that’s what it is. 

Brian: I didn’t really have a choice. 
Either I out myself, or sooner or 
later somebody would do it for 
me. Besides, I believe in laying all 
my cards on the table. 

Speaking of subversion, Extra 
Fancy has played a number of big 
S/M fetish parties, including the 
recent Tom of Finland Foundation 
Leatherman's Ball. What is it 
about the band that attracts that 
scene? 

Derek: It’s Brian! 

Brian: Yeah, right! The guy who 
takes his clothes off. No, I think 
for a lot of people who are HIV¬ 
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positive or outcasts or whatever, 
the tribal, neo-primitive, piercing- 
and-tattooing thing—it’s like a 
spiritual healing. And our music 
has sort of a subliminal tribal ele¬ 
ment to it, where it’s really a re¬ 
lease. Oh yeah, and I have a 
shaved head and a pierced nose. 

Derek: We seem to be the right 
music for that scene. They’re just 
letting us do the 
soundtrack. 

Now 
Brian, I 
understand 
you used to do 
a lot of perfor¬ 
mance art, 
such as the 
Grillo Follies 
shows you did in 
LA. back in the 
early-'80s. But 
now you're 
fronting a rock 
band. Do you think 
that rock music is a 
better way of getting 
your message across 
than performance art? 

Brian: Yeah, definitely. Rock ’n’ 
roll is still a very cool medium. A 
lot of people haven’t realized that 
there are so many ways of ex¬ 
pressing it. We try hard to make 
our own unique sound, to be a lit¬ 
tle bit different than everybody 
else. That sounds really preten¬ 
tious, I know. 

Well, how can you ever be com¬ 
pletely original in rock music? I 
mean, what hasn't been done? 

Derek: Rock ’n’ roll always rips it¬ 
self off. But Brian’s lyrics are 
bringing new elements to rock 
music that haven’t been done be¬ 
fore. It’s one of the biggest twists 
in what we’re doing. 

Certainly though, you're not the 
first ones to combine queer- 
themed lyrics with rock music. 
There's Tribe 8 and Pansy Divi¬ 
sion...

Brian: Right! I love that whole 
scene, and yeah, it was a big inspi¬ 
ration for me. I listen to all those 
bands. But we’re not really part of 
the homocore scene. There’s been 
a lot of shit written about that in 
the press. 

Yeah, supposedly you and Pansy 
Division were in a feud. What was 
up with that? 

Brian: Remember that article you 
did on us last year? It was that 


quote where I 
said, ‘There is no 
queercore!’ or some¬ 
thing like that. They 
were really pissed. But 
I’d like to clear the record. 
Pansy Division and I are ac¬ 
tually friends now. I think 
they’re really cool people. 
They kick ass! I have so 
much respect for them. 

Extra Fancy has quite a rep¬ 
utation for being a great live 
band, especially as evidenced 
by your frenetic gig at the 
Folsom Street Fair last year.

Flavorless Picnic

B irector Danny Scheie’s gay 
sensibility has led him down 
some quirky — even risky 
— theatrical paths. He turned 
Shakespeare’s world into a white- 
trash mobile home park in Santa 
Cruz, then moved north to SF, 
where he gave us an all-male 
Twelfth Night and The Desk Set at 
Theatre Rhinoceros. His audacious 
work has intrigued some and in¬ 
spired the ire of others. Now Scheie 
has taken his bag of tricks across 
the Golden Gate to Marin, where 
he is currently making his direct¬ 
ing debut at the Marin Theatre 
Company with a production of 
William Inge’s 1953 drama Picnic. 

At first glance, Inge’s story of a 
sexy, magnetic young drifter who 
disrupts the Labor Day (not to 
mention lifetime) plans of folks in 
a small Kansas town would seem 
to be perfectly suited to Sheie’s all- 
American, post-modern, sexually 
charged style. Aside from hot men 
and the omnipresence of sex, sex, 
sex, the play also sports fabulous 
’50s dresses for the spinster 
schoolteachers, lawn furniture 
and frumpy housecoats (the won¬ 
derful costumes are by Kim Cur¬ 
tis). It sounds like the perfect 
match of director and play, but ul¬ 
timately Sheie’s concept — or lack 
thereof — does not serve the play. 

The biggest problem is the 
play’s two leads. Joshua Farrell 
plays Hal Carter, the virile 


vagabond who blows into town, 
goes shirtless for most of the first 
act, steals his college buddy’s girl¬ 
friend and fires the loins of all 
who gaze upon him. Farrell is a 
handsome, appealing actor who 
looks fine sans shirt (now here’s 
some real theatrical criticism: the 
veins in Farrell’s arms are worth 
the price of admission alone). But 
magnetism is incredibly difficult 
to act and is something Farrell is 
not able to convey in this role. The 
audience should be as drawn to 
Hal as the characters on the stage 


are, but what comes across in this 
production is Hal’s vanity. 

There’s a similar problem with 
Susannah Schulman, who plays 
Madge Owens, the prettiest girl in 
town who eschews her rich, nerdy 
boyfriend Alan (Liam Vincent) 
for the lusty, dangerous Hal. 
Schulman is certainly pretty, but 
her scenes with Hal lack the burn¬ 
ing desire the audience wants to 
experience vicariously. 

What does make an impression 
in Scheie’s production is the out¬ 
standing cast of supporting play¬ 
ers. The emotional center here is 
Molly Mayock’s Flo Owens, the 
mother of the blossoming Madge 


and the tomboyish teen Millie (an 
effective but too-old Carmen 
Elena Sosa). Mayock conveys such 
a strong sense of small-town dig¬ 
nity that when the play ends and 
she is left alone on stage, it feels as 
if the play has been hers all along. 

Like Joshua Logan’s powerful 
1955 film version of the play, this 
Picnic is almost stolen by its sec¬ 
ondary leads. Susan Marie Brecht 
as Rosemary Sydney, the spinster 
schoolteacher who rooms with the 
Owens family, and Lawrence 
Hecht as Howard Bevans, her mer¬ 


cantile-minded suitor, deliver the 
play’s most poignant scenes. Sadly, 
Sheie undermines their work by 
going for laughs that don’t con¬ 
tribute to the ultimate heartbreak 
the characters are experiencing. 

The lack of surprise or danger 
in Scheie’s rather subdued produc¬ 
tion ultimately subverts the high 
drama of Inge’s Midwestern opus. 
This is a more than satisfying out¬ 
ing, even though it feels like this 
Picnic could have been a feast. ▼

world 


T he paradox in the title of “Land 
of Paradox: Japanese Landscape 
Photography,” on exhibit at the 
Ansel Adams Center for Photography, 
can be found in the modern experi¬ 
ence of nature, and just how unnat¬ 
ural that experience can be. Japan is 
perhaps an extreme example of how 
the man-made environment engulfs f 
the primal forest, but artificial devel- § 
opment of the natural world is by g 
now universal. To curator Andy ■§ 
Grundberg, the strength of these pho¬ 
tographers is not their “Japanese- 
ness,” but how they transcend cultur¬ 
al boundaries. 

Naoya Hatakeyama’s photographs 
of lime works, for example, are 
glimpses of monstrous industrial 
landscapes, and his photos of the lime 
hills that are mined in spiral cuts 
speak of monumental destruction. 
Lime is a principal ingredient in the 
concrete used extensively in Japanese 
construction. Yuji Saiga’s photos of 
Hashima Island, built entirely in con¬ 
crete to support a mining business 
now abandoned, are eerie in their 
modern ghost town effect. Nature has 
begun to reclaim the “forgotten” is¬ 
land, and the visual effect is post- 
apocalyptic, chilling. 

Photographers Norio Kobayashi 
and Toshio Yamane are able to find the 
surreal in the all-too-real. Kobayashi 
documents maihomus (“my home”), 
suburban-type housing set on ludi¬ 
crous, barren sites, and Yamane’s dead¬ 
pan portrayals of aquariums and sea¬ 
side parks under construction are dev- 
astatingly bizarre.

onica Grant, singer, song- 
. \ *: writer and comedian, is 
1 i 1 establishing herself as 
something akin to the weird Al 
Yenkovitch of the women’s music 
community. In her show Women 
Who Run With Swine, currently 
up at the 450 Geary Studio The¬ 
atre, she transforms such old clas¬ 
sics as “Under the Boardwalk” 
into “Down at the Sperm Bank” 
and comically reveals the difficul¬ 
ties of artificial insemination for 
lesbians. 

The show has funny and 
poignant moments, but Grant 
often doesn’t fill up the space on 
the stage. Starting with a story¬ 
book “Once upon a time there 
was a pig woman” opening, Grant 
endeavors to weave humorous 
and autobiographical storylines 
with her songstress silliness. She 
juxtaposes her German mother’s 
response to her coming out with 


the “Codependency Polka” (com¬ 
plete with accordion and Miss 
Bavaria banner), and “My 
Boyfriend’s Back” with the issues 
of dating a bisexual woman. 

The themes are cleverly tied up 
at the end, but the timing is some¬ 
times off, and the sound system 
inadequate. Grant’s frilly falsetto 
isn’t quite finessed to the funni¬ 
ness level needed for the success¬ 
ful parody of overplayed pop-cul¬ 
ture songs. 

The premise is good, and 
Grant is a charmer with a sunny 
camp counselor, guitar-strum¬ 
ming disposition (in fact she was 
one), but there needs to be more 
of her. More power, more projec¬ 
tion, more props, and more 
panache. T
